our country's greatness, which tends to 4 disre- 
gard of the rules of national safety, another dan- 
ger confronts us not less serious. I refer to the 
prevalence of a popular disposition to expect 
from the operation of the government especial 
‘and direct individual advantages. The verdict 
of our voters, which condemned the injustice of 
maintaining protection for protection’s sake, 
enjoins upon the people’s servants the duty of ex- 
posing and destroying the brood of kindred evils 
which are the unwholesome progeny vf paternal- 
ism. This is the bane of republican institutions 
and the constant peril of our government by the 
people. It degrades to the purposes of waly craft 
the plan of rule our fathers established and be- 
queathed to us as an object of our love and ven- 
eration.” It perverts the patriot sentiment of 
our countrymen and tempts them to a pitifal cal- 
culation of the sordid gain to be derived from 
their government's maintenance. it undermines 
the self-reliance of our people and substitutes in 
its place dependence upon governmental! favorit- 
ism. it stifles the spirit of true Americanism and 
stupefies every ennobling trait of American citi- 
zenship. 


learned and the better lesson taught that, while 
the people should patriotically and cheerfully 
support their government, its functions do not 
include the support of the people. The accept- 
ance of this principle leads to 4 refusal of boun- 
ties and subsidies which burden the labor and 
thrift of a portion of our citizens to aid ill-ad- 
vised orlanguishing enter prises in which they 
have no concern. It leads also to a challenge of 
wild and reckless pension expenditure, which 
overleaps the bounds of grateful recognition of 
patriotic services and prostitutes to vicious uses 
the people's prompt and generous impulse to aid 
those disabled in their country's defense. 


Necessity of Economy, 


Every thoughtful American must realize the 
importance of checking at its beginning any 
tendency in public or private station to regard 
frugality and economy as virtues which we may 
safely outgrow. The foleration of this idea re- 
suits in the waste of the people’s money by their 
chosen servants and encourages prodigality and 
extravagance in the home life of our country- 
men. Under our scheme of government the 
waste of public money is a crime against the 
citizen, and the contempt of our people for econ- 
omy and frugality in their personal affairs deplor- 
ably saps the strength and sturdiness of our na- 
tuonal character. It is a plain dictate of honesty 
and good government that public expenditures 
should be limited by public necessity, ana that 
this should be measured by the rules of strict 
economy; and it is equally clear that frugality 
among the people is the best guaranty of a con- 
tentedfand strong support of free institutions. 

One mode of the misappropriation of public 
funds is avoided when appointments to office, in- 
stead of being the reward for partisan activity, 
are awarded to those whose ' efficiency promises a 
fair retura of work for the compensation paid to 
them. To secure the fituess and competency of 
appointees to office and to remove from political 
action the demoralizing madness for spoils civil 
service reform has found a place in our public 
policy and laws. The benefit already gained 
thruugh this instrumentality and the further use- 
fulness it promises entitle it to the hearty sup- 
port and encouragement of all who desire to see 
our puolic service well performed or who hope 
for the elevation of political sentiment and the 
purification of political methods. 


Trusts Denounced. 


The existence of immense agazregations of 
kindred enterprises and combinations of business 
interests, formed for the purpose cf limiting pro- 
duction and fixing prices, is inconsistent with the 
fair field which ought to be open to every inde- 
pendent activity. Legitimate strife in business 
should not be superseded by an enforced con- 
cession to the demands of combinations that 
have the power to destroy; nor should the people 
to be served lose the benefit of cheapness which 
usuelly results from wholesome competition. 
These aggregations and combinations frequently 
constitute conspiracies against the interests of 
the people, and in all their phases they are un- 
natural antl opposed to our American sense of 
fairness. To the extent that they can be reached 
and restrained by Federal power the General 
Government should relieve our citizens from their 
interference and exactions. 

Loyalty to the principles upon which our gov-

the perversions of the taxing power; and when 
we seek to reinstate the self-confidence and busi- 
ness enterprise of our citizens by discrediting an 
abject dependence upon governmental favor we 
strive to stimulate those elements of American 
character which support the hope of American 
achievement. 

Anxiety for the redemption of the pledges which 
my party has made and solicitude for the com- 
plete justification of the trust the people have 
reposed in us constrain me to remind those with 
whom Iam to coperate that we can succeed in 
doing the work which has been especially set be- 
fore us only by the most singere, harmonious, 
and disinterested effort. Even if insuperable 
obstacles and opposition prevent the consumma- 
tion of our task we shall hardly be excused, and 
if failure can be traced to our fault or neglect we 
may be sure the people will hold us to a swift 
and exacting accotintabilit y. 

The oath I now take to preserve, protect, and 
defend the Constitution of the United States not 
only impressively defines the great responsibility 
I assume, but suggests obedience to constitution- 
al commands as the rule by which my official con- 
duet must be guided. I shall, tothe best of my 
ability and within my sphere of duty, preserve 
the Constitution by loyally protecting every grant 
of Federal power it contains, by defending all its 
restraints when attacked by impatience and rest- 
lessness and by enforcing its limitations and res- 
ervations in favor of the States and the people. 

Fully impressed with the gravity of the duties 
that confront me, and mindful of my weakness, I 
should be appalled if it were my lot to bear un- 
aided the responsibilities which await me. I am, 
however, saved from discouragement when I[ re- 
member that I shall have the support and the 
counsel and cooperation of wise and patriotic 
men who will stand by my side in Cabinet places 
— — represent the people in the legislative 

Alls. 

1 find also much comfort in remembering that 
my countrymen are just and genérous, and in the 
assurance that they will not condemn those who 
by sincere devotion to their service deserve their 
forbearance and approval. 

Above all, I know there is a Supreme Being who 
rules the affairs of men, and whose goodness and 
mercy have always followed the American peo- 
ple; and I know he will not turn from us now if 
we humbly seek his powerful aid. 

, Kept on Safe Ground. 

Altogether the address itself could hardly 

be said to have produced as much effect as 
Mr. Cleveland’s manner. Those who heard 
him might have thought that he was talking 
something else than generalities, yet the ma- 
jority of them made the comment that he had 
kept on safe ground by not committing him- 
self too much to any specific policy. His 
avoidance of Hawaii was noticed. His trib. 
ute to his Cabinet was a pretty bit of senti- 
ment, 
Tho inaugural address had hardly been fin- 
ished when Chief Justice Fuller advanced 
with the open Bible, The Chief Justice also 
was uncovered. President Harrison and all 
the people around arose.

Mr. Cleveland placed his hand on the Bible, 
which an official of the Senate held to relieve 
the Chief Justice. The latter, squareiy facing 
Mr. Cleveland, recited the formula which the 
Constitution prescribes: 

Lou do solemnly swear that you will faith- 
fully execute the cffice of President of the 
United States and will to the best of your abil- 
ity preserve, protect, and defend the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. So help you God.” 

Mr. Cleveland leaned forward and replied in 

low but distinct tone, ““I do.” kissed the 
Bible, and became President of the United 
States. 

Ex-President Harrison extended his hand in 
congratulation. The Chief Justice and others 
around Cleveland did the same. In a moment 
Mrs. Cleveland had stepped forward and 
greeted her husband. It seemed to please him 
more than anything else. It was all so simple 
and free from display. Mrs. Cleveland 
extended a pleasant greeting to ex-President 
Harrison, which he courteously returned. 

Ihe Sergeant-at-Arms then cleared the 
1 5 the portico to the rotunda.

Proceedings Delayed. 


According tothe program the proceedings 
in the Senate should have u under way at 
noon, but they were not. very man had an 
explanation for the delay, fee majority insist- 
ing that Grover was afrai face the incle- 
ment weather and would take the oath in the 
Senate. There were reminiscent men in the 
crowd, too, men who had seen Hayes inaugu- 
rated in a driving rain, so they said, and men 
who had been present when Mr. Garfield took 
the oath of office when the weather was not 
just what it should have been. 

With the passing of every minute the crowd 
increased and when Grand Marshal McMahon 
and Gen. Whipple, his Chief of Staff, with 
their aides, made their appearance they h 
some little difficulty in getting up to the 
stand. They were followed by two battalions 
of United States artillerymen under com- 
mand of Brigadier-General John R. Booke, a 
battalion of marines, Light Battery C, Third 
Artillery; and asquadroa of United States 
cavairy under command of Capt. J. M. Bell. 
It was not difficult to distinguish between the 
civilian‘and the military man on horseback. 
They enlivened the presence of the crowd 
somewhat with their red and yellow and ue 
and white sashes, and their prancing steeds 
opened passageways through the crowd which 
were taken advantage of by late comers who 
desired standing room way down in front. 

Shortly. atter noon aforceof men with 
brooms and shovels in hand invaded the stand 
and removed the snow. Then they brought 
out chairs, dusted them carefully. and placed 
them in position.

Half a dozen or so succeeded, but the rest 
were prevented from attaining the height of 
joy and felicity by Policeman West, who rode 

is charger right into the crowd regardless of 
corns or plug hats, and soon had tho ground in 
the vicinity of the carriage cleared of every- 
thing except snow and ice. Stevenson 
was also honored in a similar manner, but he 
had no Policeman West. to protect his good 
right arm, and not until the coachman applied 
the whip to the leaders did he manage to 
escape this peculiar form of homage. 

It was 2 o’clock when a bugler placed his 
trumpet to his lips and blew out a snowball 
and the signal to march. Four cavalrgmen 
led, bearing the blue bauner of Grand Marshal 
MeMabon. The mounted aides came next, 
then the delegation of the New York business- 
men’s Cleveland and Stevenson clubs, wearing 
rosettes of red, white, ana blue, and white 
chrysanthemums. The Presidental party in 
carriages followed, and the military was 2 
ceded by another portion of the New York 
clubs. Down through the Capitol grounds the 
cavalcade moved, winding its way to Pennsyl- 
vania avenue. The bugie-blast had been 
answered from every side, clubs were 
falling in line preparing to take their places 
in the procession. 

Uncle Sam's Warriors, 


When Pennsylvania avenue was reached the 
first grand division, com entirely of 
warriors in the employ of Uncle Sam, was in 
line, and the National Guard of the Keystone 
State under command of Gov.

With His Glittering Staff He Attracts a 
Good Share of Attention. 


Wasmxdrox, D. C., March 4.—| Special. ]—

A fresh blaze of music and down the wind-

Still thousands of people are waiting on 
the street and the wind blows colder and more 
bitter than ever from the west. Many spec- 
tators have been absolutely driven by the in- 
clement weather to their homes and still there 
is no break in the parade. Looking up Pennsyl- 
vania avenue to the Capitol the line is still un- 
shaken, though the foremost divisions are 
countermarching and again climbing the hill 
toward the white dome, From every direc- 
tion comes the sound of bands, leading mili- 
tary organizations and marching clubs to 
their headquarters. The crowds ure begin- 
ning to surge restlessly to and fro along the 
streets, 

The Seymour club of Brooklyn, men in 

light overcoats, with black hats and blue 
badges, tramp up the hill. Following are the 
members of John I. McKane Association of 
Kings County, New York.’ Their drab coats 
are crossed by russet 9 each holding a 
leather satchel. Newark, N. J., sends its hun- 
dreds to swell the column, and the Union De- 
mocracy of Philadelphia, their standard 
borne by mea in the old buff blue of the 
Continental army.

She is drawn as she would 
choose to be ty the men of the Watterson 
club of isville. Lucky ‘for her that 
her waren fatures do not suffer from 
the wind, which whistles and howls 
down the great avenue, tearing ber 
gorgeous jobes into shreds and 
tatters. A hundred men in the 
stands at the Treasury Building leap to 
their feet andtry “‘ Hurrah for Watterson,” 
but the primdjudge of pure Democracy and 
bourbon whisty was not at hand to meet his 
admirers aud alute them with the courtly 
grace for which he is distinguished. 

Still the lite files by. Dusk is coming 
over the ciy. In a hundred windows 
lights are gleming. Half-frozen people are 
hurrying hom to the first meal they eat since 
morning. Th rear of the procession 
between the larrying crowds and attracts but 
‘little attentios On every street some smaller 
division furnihes a small procession of its 
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fact that the men so employed did their ut- 
most, they were absolutely unable to do any- 
thing with the crowd between the cable or the 
outer edge of the sidewalk and the stand. 
Many persons who had purchased tickets for 
the grand stand were unable to reach their 
seats, and every appeal to the police to break 


one soon after arrival. While waiting 
the crowd had an opportunity of studying 
the President’s stand opposite. It amused it- 
self at the efforts of a lackey, who was trying 
to keep the snow drifts from accumulating on 
a big leather covered chair in which it was 
expected President Cleveland would sit when 
he came to review the procession. In the es- 
timation of many this chair was the veritable 


chair of state. 

The man in charge of the weather for the 
day had so arranged the elements that at this 
particular point they had all the characteris- 
tics of a coquet. For a few minutes the 
snow would scurry and blind the people as 
it scurries and blinds on the Western 
prairie. Then there would be a lull in the 
wind and a bit of sanshine would break 
through a leaden cloud. The people on the 
stand took advantage of these occasional 
intermissions of spring by saying that Mr. 
Cleveland had his usual good luc In less 
than five minutes, perha after the wind 
shifted, the snow drove itself in the faces of 
the multitude, and the pennants representing 
the various States of the Union over the 
President’s stand whipped themselves into 
ragged rage. 

“The press stand east of the President's stand, 
although handsomely draped with American 
colors, looked as bleak as a stripped ship. The 
wind and snow attacked this stand top and 
bottom, right and left. The cold granite pile 
west of the White House—the Army and Navy 
and State Departments—completed the set- 
ting of the winter scene at this point, as one 
beheld it through the leafless branches which 
having been swept alternately by snow and 
rain, looked like frosted silver. 


Diverting Incidents.’ 


The eyes of Argus would not have been able 
to take in all the scenes and incidents which 
occurred in front of Lafayette stand while the 
crowd was awaiting the arrival of the Presi- 
dent. A waiting crowd in America is usually 
good-natured, and what under ordinary 
eireumstan es would be a trivial occurrence, 
is seized upon and enjoyed. A horseman with 
a banner on which were the names of Jeffer- 
son, Madison, Sumner, Giddings, Cleveland, 
and Fred Douglass amused the waiting thou- 
sands for a moment by riding up and down the 
thoroughfare. What idea that horseman in- 
tended to convey by this idiotic demonstra- 
tion no one knew or cared. It was adiversion 
and helped to kill time. Occasionally a 
mounted policeman rode hurriedly in one di- 
rection and returned at the same gait, and so 
far as anybody could see or knew he did this 
for the purpose of keeping hie horse 
from freezing on one of the 
corners where an occasional wintry blast 
made an attack. The crowd cheered this 
mounted policeman in his act. Now and then 
a messenger or telegraph boy mounted on a 
hicycle broke through the lines and was pur- 
sued by a policeman, from whom he invaria- 
biy escaped, and this had a tendency to make 
the crowd better natured. 

If Me. Harrison or Mr. Cleveland couid 
have been on this stand they might have held 
a discussion as to who was the most popular, 
the outgoing or the incoming man. The ver- 
dict was usually in favor of Mr. Cleveland, 
but this is not to go down as history, because 
a majority of those engaged in this kind of 
talk were followers of Mr. Cleveland’s polit- 
ical standard.

Upright Before the People. 

For nearly an hour President Cleveland 
stood like a statue, except for the occasional 
bow and the lifting of the hat as each division 
of the procession passed by..

There were two triumphal #&rches faem 
each other in the court. Thaton the nort 
side was the Cleveland arch, @ the electric 
bulbs spelling his name on thefacade of the 
arch indicated. This arch was.onstructed of 
white bunting, the pilasters bmg covered 
with Alabama smilax. Incane@scent. lights 
outlined the whole, and olustere about every 
conspicuous point were ferus and potted 
plants and roses. Surmounting the center of 
this arch was a stand of Americins colors, of 
silk, in the center of which wasa large shield 
with the name of Washington runing across 
it diagonally. Still higher wag a handsome 
oil portrait of President Harrisin framed in 
gilt and plush. ‘This portrait ws not visible 
from the floor of the court on #count of the 
draping of the canopy.

Stevenson Looms Up. 

Immediately below the name of Washing- 
ton, diagonally across a great shield and sur- 
rounded with at of evergreens, was the 
name of Stevenson. r. Stevenson has the 
honor of being the only Vice-President whose 
name appeared anywhere on this balcony. At 
the west end of the gallery, also in letters of 
living light, were the names, in their order, of 
Garfield, Cleveland, Harrison, and Arthur; 
over the east balcony and in the center of it 
above the names of Garfield, Cleveland, 
Harrison and Arthur was a figure which, next 
to distimguished personages on the floor, at- 
tracted more attention than any in the great 
structure. This was arepresentation of an 
enormous fan, sixteen feet in diameter. On 
this fan was a spider-web and clusters of 
fruits and flowers on either side. By a dexter- 
ous arrangements of the electrical circuits 
these figures were made to appear in all of 
the colors of the rainbow at intervals of five 
minutes or less. The arches sup ing the 
gallery were outlined with electric lights with 
ciusters of light at the top of the column. All 
around the panels ot the balcony were taste- 
fully arranged stands of American colors in- 
terspersed with heraldic designs in white 
metals and brass, setting off garnet plush, 
each cluster and design and setting being fes- 
tooned with Alabama smilax, . 

Novel Designs. . 
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Around the columns supporting the second

tier were wound plants, and budding on each 
were little bulbs of electric light. e dra- 
peries were of red with coats of arms of all 
the States and Territories surmounted by gilt 
eagles, which in turn were surrounded by 
stands of American colors. Above these were 
seventy-six immerse vases filled with palms, 
which drooped gracefully over the rail, and in 
which electric bulbs glowed like stars in a 
clear sky on a frosty night. The other floral 
decorations were similar to those described 
along the balcony with the exception of 
numerous garlands so arranged as to lighten 
the effect of the whole. There were also scat- 
tered at intervals around the gallery festoons 
of American flags alternated by groups of 
flags of all nations. 

The ceili was draped bya canopy of 
white and gold bunting, creating the impres- 
sion of a flowery canopy such as one some- 
times sees in a western sky as the purple 


mists of evening gather about it. When it 18 


stated that 10,000 square yards of this bunting 
and 35,000 feet of rope to hold the same in 
position were necessary to arrange this canopy 
those who were not fortunate ehough to be- 
hold it will be able to form some sort of an 
idea of the extent of the same. 

The walls running along the balcony were 
hung with red draperies and blue silk banners, 
on which were embroidered the escutcheons 
of all the States and Territories. Silken ban- 
ners on which the escutcheons of the various 
States and Territories appeared were manu- 
factured to order in Paris and sent to Wash- 
ington for this particular inauguration ball.

The windows and doors were bung 
with silken curtains, On the west wall of 
this room was seen the largest. silk 
President's flag in the world. It was 
so arranged that its folds 
to rise like a fleecy bit of cloud, tinged with 
tne colors of the prism, out of a profuse 
grotto of foliage. entrance to this room 
was thatched with laurel and the wall of the 
main entrance was thatched with branches of 
holly and laurel, 
At Stevenson’s Receptioi- Room. 

The reception-room of Vice-President Stev- 
enson, adjoining, on the same floor on the 
east, was decorated with standard colors 
swinging from. golden engles and graceful 
draperies of the Union Jack and American 
flags, representing the army and navy. Vines 
ran about the walls as if they had grown 
there, potted plants were in the nooks, 
and hanging baskets were suspended from 
the ceillmg. Back of the place from 
which the Vice-President received 
his share of this glory, was a handsome coat 

Julted States of America. Ad- 
ining the room of the Vice-President, on 
east, was that in. which the diplomatic 
corps stood and received. The décorations of 
this room were simple but rich, consisting of 
stands of colors of all natiods. 

At the west end of the corridor leading to 
the President's reception room was the room 
of the Executive committee. It’ was without 
any special decorations, save that of a 
miuiature representation of the west front of 
the Capitol, thirty feet wide. It was made of 
cape flowers and immortelles. The grounds 
about this miniature representation were 
of a delicate frondage of ferns, all 
being placed before a background of 
Nile — and overtopped by a canopy 
of eecy material sprayed with 
asparagus, The flowers on the table of the 
President’s reception-room, which made ‘the 
atmosphere so delicious, were American 
benuties, Duchess of Albany, La France, 
Lainge, Brooners, metiors, magna charta, 
and lilacs. 

The court of the Pension Building is 116 
feet wide and 315 feet long. The dining- 
rooms were on the north side and at the east 
end of the cou The decorati of these 
rooms were simplicity itself, a few clusters of 
flags of all nations.. Hanging about the walls 
and on the tables were bunches of 1 
hyacinths, and bydrangeas. No other flora 
or other decoratesns were in these rooms. The 
dining-rooms are 208 feet long, and it was 
estimated by the caterer in charge that he fed 
tonight at one time 2,000 people.

World. |—All public men over here who have 
made financial problems astudy are watch- 
ing with great interest the export of gold 
from America, and are speculating on what 
the outcome will be. Mr. Goschen, ex-Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, Who has made 
in his own country an exhaustive study of the 
relations of gold to popular credit, said: “I 
can only say in a general way what I 
said in my speech at Leeds two years go, 
that what you want is cash gold which will 
pay your liabilities in foreign countries, 
The printing press at a moment of 
this kind is a danger and not a resource. 
What I want to bring home, if I can, to the 
public generally is that they will lean upon a 
reed which will break in their grasp; 

they will be encouraging the most dangerous 
of ideas if they think that any elasticity or 
increase in the currency would save them 
from danger. Why, what do you want at 
such a moment? You want ready cash gold.” 


CAPRIVI FIRM ON THE ARMY jJBILL, 


He Also Declines to Enter Into a Discus- 
sion of the Currency Question. 

Beriin, March 4.—Chancellor von Caprivi 
shows no disposition to either dally with the 
Agrarian party or to surrénder a single im- 
portant point to the opponents of the army 
bill. The Agrarian leaders are failing to use 
the strength of the party to best advan- 
tage. No practical result can be ob- 
tained from reraisin the question of 
bimetallism in the Reichstag, yet Herr von 
Mirbach once more has made the discussion 
of the commerce treaties negotiations excuse 
to plead the cause of bimetallism. Chancel- 
lor von Caprivi flatly refused to discuss the 
general question. If England led the way to- 
wards reconsideration of the currency ques- 
tion the German Government might see how 
far it could ga, The Chancellor said 
the opposition of the Agrarian party 
to the treaty of commerce negotiations did 
not seem consistent. 

The currency question cropped 2 today 
in the Lower House of the Prussian Landtag. 
Freiherr von Berlepsch, Prussian Minister of 
Commerce, referring to an inquiry he had or- 
dered to be made through the Academy of 
Mines on the gola deposits of the world, said 
that his sole o was to information 
to fotm the of un co tiom of the 
question of gold currency.

An Office Boy Sets Fire to a Patent Medi- 
cine Manufactory—Was He Inspired? 

Harry Williams, a youthful West Side in- 
cendiary, was captured yesterday afternoon, 
and is locked up at the Despiaines Street Sta- 
tion. During the past two days three attempts 
to burn the laboratory and office build. 
ing of Dr. Peter Fahrney, Sous & 
Co., Nos. 112 to 116 South Hoyne 
avenue, was made, and the last one 
was almost successful. The building is a four- 
stury and basement brick, and is used exclu- 
sively for the manufacture and packing of 
proprietary inedicines. 

Just before noon Friday a fire was discov- 
eredon the fourth floor, which is used as a 
storage room for herbs, other ingredients, and 
wrapping- paper. An alarm was sent out and 
the fire was extinguished with a dam- 
chiefly by water. 

Yesterday morning at 11 o’clock William T. 
Danniel, one of the omployés, discovered 
smoke issuing from a closed desk in the base- 
ment, and, pulling out a drawer, found in it a 
greased rag and papers on fire. It took him 
but a moment to extinguish the blaze. 
While members of the firm and employés were 
discussing the incident, which became start- 
ling in the lignt of the fire of the previous day. 
W. H. "dager | thought he detected the odor, 
of smoke coming from up-stairs, and the engi- 
neer aud others hurried to the fourth, or top 
floor. On opening the door they found the 
big room full of smoke and two or three small 
sheets of flame issuing from a pile of boxes 
and paper near the center. 

Every floor in the building has an elec. 
tric firealarm connecting with the engine- 
room, which not only advises the employés of 
the presence of danger, but directs the en- 
gineer to at once set the pumpsin motion 
to supply with water the standpipe and hose. 

But the alarms did not work. The wires 
had been cut by those who had determined to 
destroy the building. One of the employés 
ran to a fire box and turned in an alarm, but 
in the meantime the pump had been set to 
work and a small stream from the house hose 
directed on the fire. It was unable to ex- 
tinguish the fire, but it — it down until the 
Fire Department arrived fifteen minutes 
later. After a little while they. put out the 
flames.

Rebuffs to Labor. 


These are a fewof the instances of his re- 
buffs to labor: In 1886 he vetoed the Typo- 
graphical Union’s ordinance uiring all 
city printing to be done in offices where union 
men were emplo When he was buildi 
his house on boulevard he was wai 
upon by a committee which requested him to 
employ carpenters eight hours a day. He re- 
plied to the committee: Boys, I am out of 
politics and propose to get carpenters as 
cheaply as I can.’

A Stormy Gathering of the People’s Party 
Favors Him for Mayor. 

A People’s party meeting, called to indorse 
the reform ticket headed by Dion Geraldine 
last night, resembled a fully-equipped menag- 
erie with the cage doors opened. The meet- 
ing was held on the fourth floor of No. 82 
Lake street, and another Geraldine meeting 
was held on the second figOF owimg to con- 
fusion in the call.

A bill was filed by the [Illinois Steel com- 
pany to set asiae the confession judgment 
and the trust deed referred to, in this suit 
the principal witness was George M, Fish, He 
ig a man about 37 years of age, a cool, calcu- 
lating, level-headed man.

Fish Tells His Story of Borrowing. 


“I was Treasurer of the Enterprise com- 
pany; kept the business all in my head and 
on little slips of paper, and don’t know any- 
thing about the books. My business was bor- 
rowing money principally. Don’t you think 
I succeeded pretty weil? Can't tell what I 
did with it, but what I didn’t blow in I left 
to the company’s credit in the banks I dealt 
with. Every time I wanted money I went to 
anewbank In New York I patronized the 
Chase National Bank and when they wouldn’t 
carry any more of my paper I went to the 
Fourth National, But I found che President 
was a brother of the President of the Chase, 
and as I had given them the wrong reason for 
wanting to leave the Chase I took water, for I 
knew he would see his brother and find out 
the truth. 

“Then I struck the Third National Sank. 
I had some letters from the Chase Natronal 
showing the amount of my balance. When- 
ever I have a big balance in a bank I always 
have them send me a letter, stating what my 
balance is. That makes me look well when 
going to a new bank, and shows up my credit 
in good shape. That was in 1891, when, 
a little later, I had a pretty respectable bal- 
ance ia the Chase National, I struck them for 
a discount, but they referred to my visit to 
the Fourth National where the brother of 
their President was seen by me and declined 
to discount by paper. Then I wrote the Third 
National that my balance at the was 

12,000, that they had never declined m 
paper, but if it would carry me for $15,000 
would change to bank. They 
velegraphed back an acceptance quicker 
than a wink, and 1 thought 
was the bank for me, as my, business 
was borrowing money. They have carried me 
ever since, whenever I wanted it, and never 
turned me away.

“Last spring, when my business grew, I saw

made a deposit of $30,000 with them, and in- 
sisted on their coming down to Joliet to see 
our plant. Mr. Chapman came. 1 gave him 
a big dinner, showed him around the estab- 
lishment, told him there was no mortgage on 
it, and went back to Chicago thinking it 
was a big institution which we had. Then I 
ran thé balance upa little higher, made out 
some paper for $30,000, sent it up to him, and 
he took it quicker than a wink.

PADEREWSKI’S PLAYING MATCHLESS. 


His Performances Fill the Auditorium Till 
the Standing Room Was All Taken. 

The magic name of Paderewski attracted to 
the Auditorium last night and Friday after- 
noon audiences that left no seat or standing 
place in the great building vacant.

THIEVES HAVE THEIR OWN WAY. 


Robberies on Wallace Street and 

Only One Arrest Follows. 

Mrs. O’Brien, No. 2921 Wallace street, on 
returning to her house after a short absence 
yesterday was puzzied on trying to un- 
lock her door to find another key on the in- 
side.

DISCUSS IMPORTANT QUESTIONS OF LAW. 


2 ef the Medico-Legal Society of 
Chicago Hold a Meeting. 

Several important medical questions and 
their relation to legal oases were discussed at 
a meeting of the Medico-Legal Society of Chi- 
cago yesterday evening at the Great Northern. 
Dr. D. R. Brower presided, Dr. Harold N. 
Moyer read a paper entitled The Preponder- 
ance of Evidence in Medico-Legal Cases. 
He gave a clear and logical explanation of the 
two rules of law formed from the opinion of 
medical men—the cause of death and the nat- 
ural extent of injury. A case im 
point was cited where the medical opinion 
decided the cause of death and the 
legal decision in the case. 

Dr. Richard Dewey of Kankakee read a pa- 
per upon Pending Legislation Regarding 
the Commitment of the Insane.’’ The paper 
was a discussion of the bill now pending de- 
fore the Illinois Legislature, entitled: An 
act to revise the law in relation to the com- 
mitment and detention of lunatics, and to 
provide for the 4 os and removal of 
conservators, and to repeal certain acts therein 
named.”’. In his argument Dr. Dewey advo- 
cated the necessity of making Sec. 5 of the 
bill a law and his * was devoted to that 
part of the bill. part of the section re- 
ferred to reads as follows: 

inguests in lunaqy shall be by jury or by com- 
missions, at the disse nr of the court. Provided, 
that such inquests shall always be by ju mi Roker when * 


ry shall be —— by the person a 
8 insane or by in his — it 


shall be the duty of the court in such cases to 
appmnt competent counsel to appear at the in- 
quest for the person alleged to be insane. 

The bill was discussed, aud the consensus of 
opinion was that a commission of physicians, 
acting under the gontrol and direction of the 
court, would reach a more intelligent con- 
clusion than any jury such as is now obtained 
in practice; that the proposed bill secures the 
right of trial by jury voor it is demanded, 
and is, therefore, a safeguard against possible 
attem pts to incarcerate sane persons upon the 
finding of commissions without the interven- 


tion of a jury.

About 11:30 (Isaac Bassett’s time) Mrs.

At 11:45 Isaac; Bassett and his colleague 
gave the clock another twist to the left and 
Isaac got himself by the door.

body knew something great was going to hap- 
pen. A minute more and Isaac salaamed un- 
til his nose almost struck the carpet,’ and on 
red@vering his equilibrium shouted: “ Mr. 
President, the Diplomatie Corps. 

Everybody present, correspondents always 
excladed, rose to their feet, and in walked the 
heads of the foreign legations and the attachés 
thereof. The procession was headed by Baron 
Fava and just behind him were Sir Julian 
Pauncefote and Mr. Romero. Nearly everyone 
wore his court costume. 

How They Were Attired 

They had baiges and medals, decorations 
of honor, big “ribbons, three-cornered hata, 
sabers, swords, riding-boots of enameled 
leather, silver spura+-just to tell the truth 
they had on the best clothes they could find. 
Their trousers were etudded. Some wore 
broad trousers, others had skin-tight ones. 
One man had a badge as big as a dinner-plate 
and had incased his legs in white duck. One 
Chinaman had a lavender silk robe, and on 
the top of the cap on his head was an ame- 
thystqas big as a pool-ball. He must be a 
mighty big man over in bis country, zudguig 
from the size of the amethyst.

In walked Grover 
Cleveland escorted by Senator Ransom, 
Grover Cleveland never looked better in 
health in ali his life. Heis stouter than he 
was when he left Washington four years ago 
this day of grace. His complexion is ruddy, 
and unless all appearances are deceitful he is 
at peace with all the world and all mankind, 
He sat hiniself down in a chair by Mr. Harri- 
son’s side and the gentlemen gave each other 
cordial greetings. Ransom and Teller sat to 
the right of Cleveland and Harrison. Mr, 
Cleveland was bare headed when he walked 
in and he had left his overcoat in an ante- 
room. 

He had not been in his chair the sixteenth 
part of a second until he began looking around 
the galleries. There was no mistake as to the 
object of his search. He was looking for his 
wife, and they exchanged glances of satisfac- 
tion as unmistakably as if they had called to 
each other through the space which inter- 
vened. Again the audience applauded, and 
everybody seemed to bein rare good humor. 

Vice-President Morton’s Farewell. 

Vice-President Morton rapped the Senate to 
order and said farewell to that body in thé 
following words: 

Senators: The time fixed by the Constitution 
for the termination of the Fifty-second Congress 
has arrived, and I shall soon resign the gavel of 
the President of the Senate to the honored son of 
Illinois who has beeh chosen as my successor. I 
cannot, however, take my leave of this distin- 
guished body without offering my most grateful 
acknowledgments for the honor conferred by the 
resolution just adopted, declaring your approval 
of the manner in which I have discharged the 
duties of the Chair and expressing my deep sense 
ofthe uniform courtesy and kindness. even in 
critical and complica situations, extended to 
me as the presiding officer, by every member of 
this body. If have committed errors 
you have refrained from rebuking them, and I 
have never appealed in vain to your 
sense of justice and have ever re- 
ceived your support. My association 
with the representatives of the forty-four 
States of this great Nation in this cham- 
ber will be among the most cherished memories 
of my life, and I can express no better wish for 
my successor than that the same relations of cour- 
tesy and kindness that have never been limited 
by party lines or controlled by partisan affilia- 
tions, and which have so hapvily marked my in- 
“rae with Senators, may be extended to 


And now, Senators and officers of the Senate, 
from whom i have received so many good offices 
in the discharge of my duties, accept a feeble 
expression of my grateful appreciation of your 
kindness, with my heartfelt wishes for your fut- 
ure welfare, happiness, and prosperity in life. 

The Senators applauded Vice-President 
Morton at the conclusion of his remarks, and 
that gentleman, turning to Mr, Stevenson, 
said: Is the Vice-President-clect ready to 
take the prescribed oath of office?”’ 

Mr. Stevenson nodded in the affirmative 
and rose to his feet, lifting his right hand. 
Mr. Morton read the oath of office froma 
printed slip which he had in his hand. At its 
conclusion Mr. Stevenson lowered his uplifted 
hand and nodded an assent. Thea, adjusting 
his glasses on his nose, he signed the oath of 
office in a book kept for that purpose. A sec. 
ond more and the pen he had used was whisked 
away as a souvenir, 

Mr, Stevenson’s Address. 


Then Adlai Stevenson read his address. He 
performed this task in the easiest, most grace- 
ful manner imaginable, ard everybody in all 
the ctowd drank in every word he said.

INSANE ASYLUM MANAGEMENT PRAISED. 


Commendation by the Grand Jary—Large 
Number of Cases Considered, 


The February grand jury presented its final 
report to Judge Brentano last evening and 
was discharged. Three hundred and fifty- 
eight cases were considered, 183 true bills 
being found. No bills were returned in 164 
cases and eleven cases were passed over to 
the next jury. Concerning the jail, hospital, 
and infirmary the jury in its report makes the 
usual recommendations, These institutions 
are overcrowded, especially the infirmary, 
and in the case of the jail the report urges 
that Justices of the Peace be empowered to 
dispose of the cases of youthful offenders 
without sending them to jail. The manage- 
ment of the insane asylum is highly praised. 
It is recommended that steps be taken to con- 
nect the county institutions at Dunning with 
the city water supply; also that an ordinance

Petrick W. Dunne, formerly Secretary of 
the Enterprise Distilling company of Peoria, 
and now in the employ of the whisky trust, 
has filed a bill in the Circuit Court asking for 
an accounting from the octopus, The defend- 
ants are the combine, all the distillmg com- 
panies in it, Joseph B. Greenhut and John H. 
Francis. ; | 

Dunne alleges that the trust secured 100 
shares of stock owned by him in the Eater- 
prise company when it went into the trust and 
that he has never received a dollar for it. He 
aiso alleges that he holds a draft which the 
defendants have failed to pay. 

In 1887, according to the bill, the Western 
Export Association owed the Enterprise com- 
pany $3,510, and to secure its payment George 
J. Gibson gave the Enterprise Company a 
draft drawn upon George J. Duckworth, the 
Treasurer of the Western Export Association, 
On Gibson’s representation this draft was not 
presented, there being, Gibson said, no fund 
in the treasury. The stock of the Enterprise 


Distilling company consisted of 750 shares ot 


a par value of $100, Of these 650 were owned 
by James Doheny and 100 shares by Dunne. 
Nov. 16, 1887, Dunne wrote to Green- 
hut offering to

a salary of $2,000 a year. This proposition 
was accepted, but Doheny refused to acquiesce 
init. Then Dunne tiled a bill to compel him 
todoso. While the litigation was pending 
Doheny entered into negotiations with the 
trust for the sale of his interest in the Enter- 
prise Company. It resulted in Doheny’s sell- 
ing for $85,000, and by the terms of the agree- 
ment he turned over to the trust the $3,500 


draft and kept himself the personal property 


of the Enterprise Company, amounting to 
$34,096. Among the rsonal 
note of Edward Speliman amounting to 
$11,298. At the time Doheny held Dunne’s 
100 shares as collateral for the pay- 
ment of a note for $10,000 and he agreed 
with the trust to turn over the shares to it. 
This he could not do, but the whisky trust got 
the note, and though it was not due, it is said, 
insisted on its payment. 

Accordingly, Dunne got Mathew Henne- 
berry to pay the note, which was canceled, 
The trust, however, did not deliver to Henne- 
berry the 100 shares, but still held them. 
Finally, Dunne agreed to and did sell his 
shares for the $3,500 draft, which the trust 
agreed to pay within a reasonable time. Some 
time after this, Dunne alleges, he demanded 
payment of the draft and it was ref 
Greenhut disavowing all liability to pay the 
same. Dunne wants the court to compel the 
trust to pay whatever an accounting may 
show is due him. 

He also began in the Circuit Court an as- 
sumpsit suit for $20,000. 


LE BOLD ASKS FOR A RECEIVER, 


He Claims That John M. and George Wilson 
Jr. Have Injured His Business, 

A bill to wind up the affairs of Joseph N. Le 
Bold & Co., jewelers, No. 1 State street, was 
filed in the Circuit Court yesterday. Joseph N. 
Le Bold, the complainant, alleges that George 
Wilson Jr. and John M. Wilson, the défendants, 
are guilty of embezzlement. Le Bold sets 
forth that he was conducting the business Nov.

MR. SPRINGER STEPS DOWN AND ODT. 
He Resigns as Third Vies-President of the 
Santa Be. | 


Third Vice-President J. D. Springer of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé railway com- 
pany tendered his resigndtion yesterday to 
take effect April 1. Mr. Springer some months 
ago was offered the position of General Cour- 
sel ot the Chicago Elevated Terniaal rail- 
road by Gen. Torrence. His fealty to 
the late President Manvel induced 
him to decline the position at that 
time. He was President Manvel’s right-hand 
man and his principal adviser, and he felt 
that he could not afford to retire from his po- 
sition at a time when his services were most 
needed by President Manvel. Now that a 
change in the management of the road had 
been made imperative by the death of Presi- 
dent Manvel Judge Springer felt that he was 
under no further obligations to remain with 
the company and hence determined to accept 
the position offered him by Gen. Torrence, 

Judge Springer is a lawer of distinction and 
has been on the bench for several years. 
Previous to his accepting the position of Third 
Vice-President and principal managing officer 
of the Genta Fé he held the position of Gen- 
eral Solicitor of the Minneapolis and St. 
Louis road. In his administration of the 
affairs of the Santa F4 under Mr. Manvel 
Judge Springer achieved a great reputation as 
a careful and conservative official, especially 
in management of the t ec affairs of 
the company. 

The directors of the Atchison, To 
Santa Fé will meet in Boston next Tuesday, 
and it is now generally admitted that First 
Vice-President j . W. Reinhart will be elected 
President. Chairman George C. Magoun, 
Director J. J. MeCook, and Vice-President J. 
W. Reinhart came to the city last Wednesday 
to look into the affairs of the company. They 
kept themselves quite secluded while in the 
city. Messrs, Magoun and McCook left again 
for the East Friday evening, but Mr. Rein- 
hart is still in the city and will probably re- 
main here until his election as President is 
announced so as to be on hand to take charge 
of the affairs of the road at once. 

In addition to being the Vice-President 
Mr. Reinhart is also General Accountant of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Sant Fe. He enjoys 
an excellent reputation a a railroad ac- 
epuntant, but as a railroad manager he has yet 
to win his spurs. He is young and ambitious 
and may succeed better than some people 
anticipate. That he will make many changes 
among the general officers of the company is 
a foregone conclusion, but no intimation has 
yet been conveyed as to who will have to go 
or who will be appointed.

Trouble Caused by a Semicolon,

Among these, ex- 
clusive of the representatives of the press, 
were fifteen men. With the Marquis on the 
stage was Charles Watts, a publisher, his pub- 
lisher, for the aadress was printed in pamphlet 
form, and as Mr. Watts, with kindly fore- 
thought, informed the audience, these could 
be purchased at the door for the humble but 
useful “tanner.” Supporting Mr. Watts was 
George Jacob Holyoake, a somewhat venera- 
ble-looking man, who shut his eyes during the 
address. His duty was to propose a vote of 
thanks to the Marquis, and when the proper 
moment arrived he stood up, and, in a voice 
that sounded painfully like an asthmatic pen- 
ny whistle, be said his little piece. On the 
starboard side of the Marquis sat Stuart Rose, 
another publisher. He was to second the vote 
of thanks, and he did ‘so without blenching. 
Among the Fentlemen in the andience were 
several members of the National Sporting and 
Barn clubs, of both of which the Marquis is a 
member.

Tt was in Honduras, near the Garibbean

One intensely hot diy, as I sat swinging 
idly in a hammock under the thatched roof of 
my hammock hut, a native came running in, 
and, with excited gestures, bade me iollow 
him. I did so, wonderingly, and, going out 
into the open, looked iu the direction he indi- 
cated. There on the rolling savanna stretched 
a wide black belt. extending far back into the 
deep shadows of the adjacent forest. It rose 
and fell with every formation of the ground, 
and, like a huge snake, slowly crept toward 
the village.

All day long marched throug 
house until at sundown the end of the column 
had passed and was lost to view in the thick- 
ness of the forest. I entered my house and 
prepared to survey ruefully my larder, but 
my anticipations of sorrow were premature, 
for there were all my provisious as I had left 
them —untouched. There was but one ex- 
veption—a poor turtle which I had tied toa 
stake that morning, imtending to keep him 
alive fora few days before making him into 
soup. He was stone but the rump'’ed 
earth about him showed that he had made a 
hard fight for life. Not a dead ant was to 
be seen; they had all been carried 
off by their comrades. I afterward learned 
that the warrior ants refuse to tauch any food 
that they themselves had not caught and 
slain, which accounted my provisions re- 
maining untouched. I was overjoyed at the 
change in my house—not a cock lizard, 
or any other insect or reptile was left; they 
had been completely exterminated. 

My second experience with warrior ants was 
not attended with such pleasant results. I 
had been 1 all day in the vast forest 
with fairly good luck, but as dusk approached 
I found that in myenthusiasm I had wandered 
from the trail, and that I was practically lost. 

Dreading the possibility of Having to re- 
main all night in the forest without my pablo 
(mosquito net) 1 looked around for a point of 
vantage from which to survey the surrounding 
country and get my bearings.

the down grade with its weakness distributed 
throughout the general list. As expected, the 
bank statement was unfavorable. Sterling 
exchange rates are a trifle firmer and there is 
renewed talk of gold exports. The raid- 
ing of the street railway stocks was a 
feature in the local market, New York 
exehange was quoted 70 cents dis- 
count.—Board of Trade markets were 
only moderately active and prices held 
within comparatively narrow limits. Trad- 
ing was largely local in character and the 
weather was about the most influential factor 
of the morning. As compared with the latest 
prices of the previous day May wheat closed 
cent higher, corn K cent higher, oats \¢ 
cent higher, cash rye firm, barley easy, flax 
4¢ cent lower, May pork 744 cents lower, lard 
2, cents lower, and ribs unchanged. The ro- 
ceipts of wheat at Chicago during the week 
were 574,200 bu more than the shipments and 
the receipts of corn 296,400 bu more than the 
shipments. The packing at Chicago since the 
close of February included 22,000 hogs, 
against 42,000 for the corresponding period a 
year ago and 107,000 two years ago. 


PRESIDENT CLEVELAND'S INAUGURAL 
ADDRESS. 

The two great themes of the new Presi- 

dent’s message to the people are denuncia- 


laudation of frugality and economy in the 
management of government affairs. That 
which he has to say on this last point does 
not differ materially from what he said eight 
years ago. In his declarations regardimg a 
protective tariff, which he includes among the 
evils of paternalism, he goes farther than 
he did then, approaching the Democratic plat- 
form more nearly than in his letter of ac- 
ceptance. 

In his inaugural of 1885 he favored an ad- 
justment of the revenue system with ' due re- 
gard to the interests of capital invested and 
workingmen employed in American indus- 
tries. He said nothing like that yesterday. 
While declaring that the duty of “ tariff re- 
form must be undertaken “ wisely and with- 
out vindictivoness, he added that if we re- 
duce inordinate and unequal advantages too 
long enjoyed, this is a necessary incident of 
our return to right and justice.” The high- 
ly paid workingmen in protected industries 
may appreciate the force of this. In 1885 ho 
was solicitous about capital in vestad. He 
intimates now that “ill-advised or languish- 
ing enterprises need expect no favors when 
he makes his tariff, which will not “ uader- 
mine the self-reliance of our people.“ 

What the tariff will be he does not pretend 
to state, but he expresses plainly his fears 
that there may be some difficulty about get- 
ting it. He says, having in mind the discord- 
ant views of members of his own party, We 
can succeed only by the most sincere, har- 
monious, and disinterested effort, and he 
warns the Democrats that if they fail owing 
to their own fault or neglect “the people 
will hold us to a swift and cxacting account- 
ability.“ 

The brief paragraph devoted to the finances 
has nothing which should irritate those who 
disagree with his known views, or which 
should alarm those who believe in sound and 
stable currency. He says that “ the inexor- 
able laws of finance” cannot be violated 
with impunity forever, but he hopes that a 
Congress, many of whose members act as if 
they were of a different opinion, will deal 
with the subject temperately and wisely. 
Then he adds a promise, the sincerity of 
which no one will doubt, that “none of the 
powers with which the executive branch is 
invested will be withheld when their exercise 
is deemed necessary to maintain our national 
credit or avert financial disaster.“ He will 
sell bonds if necessary, 

His condemnation of trusts will meet with 
general approval. The people will hold him 
‘to his declaration that “ to the extent that they 
can be reached and restrained by Federal 
pawer the General Government should ro 
lieve our citizens from their interference and 
exactions.” | 

The “ paternalism ” which offends him so 
much is also responsible, in hia opinion, for 
the wild and reckless pension expenditure 
which overleaps the bounds of grateful recog- 
nition of patriotic services. Whether that 
“reckless expenditure” should be reduced, 
and if so, how, he does not suggest. It is pos- 
sible that he has no plan. 

Three other topics are touched on in the in- 
augural, all of which found a place in that, of 
eight years ago. He favors civil service re. 
form. He recognizes the duty of the Nation 
to the Indians. And he wants all citizens, 
“ irrespective of race or color,” to have their 
rights. It ws not likely that the colored citi.

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CLEVELAND IN AND IN 1893. 

When President Cleveland took the oath of 
office in 1885 his position was in many respects 
a much less en viable one than when he took 
it. yesterday for the second time. He was 
elected in 1884 after a campaign notable for 
ite bitter personalities. The contest of 1992 
was a dignified and impersonal one which left 
1 no seats. There is reason to believe that his 
first victory was due to the counting of votes 
for him in New York which were actually cast 
for Gen. Butler. Even if he did carry New 
York Honestly it is admitted that he did 80 
merely because of the Rev. Mr. Burchard’s 
foolish or malicious alliterative sentence. in 


| 1892 Mr. Cleveland had a great and undisputed 


majority of the Electoral votes, and he got it 
chiefly because of his own personal strength. 

Eight years ago he was a novice in the arts 
of government, so far as national affairs were 
concerned. He had Been Governor of New 
York and Mayor of Buffalo, but he knew 
next to nothing of those greater topics which 
demand the attention of Chief Magistrates. 
He had very little actual acquaintance with 
the leading men of his own party, their strong 
or weak points. He enters upon the discharge 
of his duties now with four years of experi- 
ence behind. him, years in which he made 
many dlunders, but in which ho learned 
much. He has also learned to know the 
Democratic party better than he did, as is 


‘shown by the superiority of the Cabinet of 


1898 over that of 1885. 

When Mr, Cleveland first went into the 
Waite House his party had a majority in the 
House of Representatives, but not in the Sen- 
ate. That was the case during his entire 
term. It was therefore out of his power to 
put through any party measures or to carry 
out policies he deemed desirable. For the 
next two years at least his party wil] rulein both 
Houses of Congress, and there is no measure 
tlie passage of which he cannot secure if it 
meets with Democratic approval. 

In 1885 Mr. Cleveland was not as much the 
master of the situation as he is now, because 
he was not as much master of himself. He 
had said in his letter accepting the nomina- 
tion that he would not be a candidate fora 
second term. It was not long before that 
promise faded from his memory, and as it did 
he became entangled little by little in the nets 
of the politicians, until a reélection scemed to 
be to him the primary object, to which others 
must yield. He is absolutely independent 
now. He cannot entertain a shadow of a hope 
ofen third term, and, therefore, whatever 
errors he may commit will not grow out of 
subserviency to party bosses. His selection 
of Judge Gresham is evidence of his intention 
to run matters to suit himself, 

On the other hand, in many respects Mr. 
Cleveland’s position wag more desirable eight 
years ago than it is today. When he went 
into office then no great problems demanding 
immediate settlement confronted him. Then 
there was a large surplus in the Treasury, and 
no fears that the stock t gold would be drawn 
out and exported. There was no frantic cry 
for the free coinage of silver, and the silver 
question was disctssed only by a few the- 
orists. At present the surplus is dwindling, 
the stock of gold is diminishing, and the silver 
question has to be settled or the country will 
be cursed with a depreciated currency. Aud 
while there will be a Democratic majority in 
each House, that policy which Mr. Cleveland 
is exceedingly anxious to carry out will meet 
probably with the strenuous opposition of half 
the mom bers of his party. 

The tariff question troubled Mr. Cleveland 
little when first inaugurated. He had been 
elected by a party whose platform declared 
that if tariff duties were reduced they must 
be left high enough “to cover any increased 
cost of production which may. exist in con- 
sequence of the higher rate of wages existing 
in this country.” Nobody thought much of 
the tariff in 1885. Last year Mr. Cleveland 
was elected on a platform which de- 
clares that protection in any shape or form 
is unconstitutional and a robbery. Free 
trade versus protection was the great issue 
and free trade won. The people said they 
wanted protective duties wiped out, so that 
they might have cheap foreiga goods. The 
President does not agree with the platform of 
his party. He is not ready to keep the pledges 
it made to the people. One wing of his party 
wishes those promises lived up to and another 
wing Wishes them violated. ‘the Democracy, 
fairly united on all questions in 1885, is di- 
vided now on the two leading ones. 

Eight years ago there were no foreign com- 
plications to claim the attention of the incom- 
ing President. Mr, Cleveland finds confront- 
ing him, not merely the Bering Sea arbitra- 
tion, but the more important question 
of Hawaiian annexation, which cannot be 
postponed. Eight years ago no one 
was alarmed by the pension appro- 
priations. They have now risen to $166,000,000 
and the taxpayers are becoming disturbed over 
un increase which they believe is due in part 
to the pensioning’ of undeserving persons. 
This subject is one which must receive prompt 
attention. 

Thus, while in 1888 everything promised 
smooth sailing, and there seemed to be noth- 
ing for the President tu do but to distribute 
the offices, he is now embarking upon & 
troudled sea, Subjects of the greatest gravity 
confront him, and in dealing with many of 
them he will not have the united support of 
his own party, and may have to turn to the 
Republicans for votes on some occasions, as 
he has had to turn to them for a Secretary of 
State. If he is wise he will call an extra 
session and lose no time in grappling with the 
most urgent and serious problems with which 
he will have ve to deal. 


THE CABINETS oF 1885 AND 1803. 

Mr. Cleveland’s first Secretary of State was 
Senator Bayard, his second one Judge Gresh- 
am. This shows that Mr. Cleveland has 
learned a great dealin eight years. He has 
found out what are the qualifications of a Sec- 
retary of State, and t get a man who pos- 
sesses them he has been compolied to resort 
to the Republican party, and take from its 
tanks a man who will not be frightened by 
the bluster of foreign powers, who will main- 
tain the honor of his country an all occasions, 
and who will consent to the surrender of none 
of its rights, no matter if all Europe insist 
on it. 

The office once held by Daniel Manning is 
now occupied by ex-Senator Carlisle. The 
latter has the advantage of a more thorough 
acquaintance with the practical workings of 
the Treasury Department, but he has only 
just been converted—how thoroughly cannot 
yet be told—from the heresy of free coinage. 
A year hence, after he has shown hia hand 
fally as regards the currency, “ tariff reform,” 
reciprocity, taxation, etc,, Tun Taisune and

Mr. Lamar was Mr, Cleveland’s first Secre- 
tary of the Interior. Though aman of great 
ability the position was not one for which he 
was suited. He had lost the capaerty for con- 
tinuous labor, Me. Hoke Smith, while not as 
able a man as Mr. Lamar was, is much 
younger than he was. Whether he has it in 
him to discharge satisfactorily the duties of 
the important department at the head of 
which he has been placed remains to be seen. 

Mr. Bissell, the now Postmaster-General, 
will certainly perform the duties of his office 
as woll as Senator Vilas did, but he will have 
to exert himself to make as good a record as 
Mr: Wanamaker has done, The latter showed 
himself a very able administrative officer, 
carried out many useful reforms, and would 
have introduced others had be been able to 
secure the codperation of Congress. Mr. Bis- 
sell cannot do better than follow in his foot- 
stops. 

J. Sterling Morton is Secretary of Agricult- 
ure practically. There was uo such officer in 
Mr. Cleveland’s first Cabinet, as Secretary 
Norman J, Colman only served the last ten 
days of chat administration, and thero is there- 
fore no Democratic predecessor with whom to 
compare him. If he does as well as Secretary 
Rusk he will do all that any one has a right to 
expect of him, but it will not be an ecasy taak 
for him to do as much for the farmihg 
interests of this country as his predecessor, 
berause he belongs to a party which is op- 
posed to the policy of opening new markets 
for the products af the United States by the 
simple but effective machinery of ann 
treaties. 

Taken as a whole the new Cabinet 10 
stronger than the old one. It is certainly a 
better Cabinet than any other Democrat than 
Mr. Cleveland would have selected.

PARLIAMENT OF "RELIGIONS. 

A digest of the plans for the pafliament of 
religions, to be held in this city next Septem- 
ber in connection with the World’s Fair, is 
published on another page of this issue. The 
gathering bids fair to be one of the most im- 
portant religious assemblages in the history of 
the race, and perhaps the most influential, It 
will be far more comprehensive than any 
which have preceded it. Of no former coun- 
cil, no matter how btoadly general or grandly 
imposing, can it be truly claimed that it was 
composed of representatives of more than 
one particular shade of religious opinion, or 
directly affected those who held the tenets of 
other faiths. But this congress will be par- 
ticipated in by some of the most distinguished 
men in the Protestanf and Catholic folds, by 
Jews, Buddhists, Mohammedans, and follow- 
ers of Zoroaster and Confucius. Invita- 
tions have been sent to representatives of 
almost every shade of belief ia all quarters of 
the globe, and reapended to witha heartiness 
which attests that modern tolerance is far 
from being confiued to small areas in Europe 
and America. 

The organization will be formed on the 
broad ground of theism. The belief in a su- 
preme power governing the universe, whether 
that power be vested in one or more individu- 
alities, is the basic idea. Distinguished expo- 
nents of particular faiths will find opportuni- 
ty for stating in what respects they differ in 
creed from the rest and defending the wisdom 
of the choice made by them or their predeces- | 
sors. But these will bo only as different 
planks in the one broad platform on which 
stand all who believe in the existence of a 
God, whether they call him *‘ Jehovah, Jove, 
or Lord,” or by some other name more or less 
expressive of ideas in regard to his attributes. 
Of course, this carries with it the element of 
worship, and in most, if not all, cases the idea 
that God has appeared on earth, in person or 
by special representative, to announce his 
will. But as to whether this representative 
were Christ cr Crishna, Moses or Mohammed, 
the delegates to the congress will not be asked 
to decide. 

The spirit of human fellowship, which re- 
gards every man 48 a brother, ‘entitled to ad- 
dress the Great I Am as Our Father who art 
in heaven,“ must have become more , widely 
pervading than in the olden times to render 
possible such a congress. It can hardly be 
that the gathering will not result in a further 
broadening and deepening of che feeling that 
all mankind are subjects to the One Groat 
Power, fellow-citizens in the vast republic of 
humanity, and each one in duty bound to act 
justly by all the rest. And this must be re- 
garded as directly tending to bring round the 
time spoken of by the Prophet, when the earth 
shall be full of the knowledge of the Lord as 
the waters cover the son. 


NO COMPROMISE ON THE FADS. 

School Inspector Brenan has called a meet- 
ing of the Committee on School Management 
for Tuesday, when the question of German 
and the other fads will be taken up, discussed, 
nod a recommendation made thereon, This 
recommendation will be submitted to the full 
board at the meeting Wednesday of next 
week. 

Mr. Brenan, in an interview published in 
one of the evening papers, gives an outline of 
the probable report of his committee, saying 
that it will “recommend to the board that 
“German and the other so-called fads be 
taken out of the primary grades. That is as 
“far as we ought to go at present, for it has 
“taken a great many years to build up the 
“schools and I am not in favor of disturbing 
the upper grades just yet. The committee 
“will probably recommend that music and 
‘drawing in a modified form be retained in 
“the primary grades.“ This will not do. 
Such a recommendation as Mr. Bren- 
suggests will be lame, halt. 
ing, and unsatisfactory. The fads must 
be rooted out of the schools, and if Mr. 
Brenan and his committee do not make a 
recommendation to that effect their report 
should be rejected by the full board. There 
is no possible excuse for maintaining fads. 
They are demoralizing the schools and impair- 
ing their usefulness. They promote disorder 
among the pupils, jealousy and heartburnings 
among the teachers, and Mr. Brenaa’s inter- 
view proves that they have a pernicious in- 
fluence on even the best intentioned members 
of the Board of Education. 

The fads should be wiped entirely out of the 
primary grades. The suggestion that music 
and drawing are to be retained in a modified 
form in those grades should not be listened 
to. If they are retamed in any form the de- 
moralizing effect will be the same as if they 
were retained in full pernicious effect as at 
present, 

The fads must also be rooted out of the |

| years and a great deal of money and 


lizing form. But that is no excuse for their 


maintenance. Because the public money has 


been wasted in establishing a nuisance that is 
no reason why the nuisance should be con- 
tinued, If the fads, as Mr. Brenan admits, 
are pernicious aud objectionable in the pri- 
mary grades they are equally objectionable in 
the grammar grades. 

The public will stand no nonsense on this 
question. The School Management commit- 
tee and the School Board must meet the issue 
fairly and squarely. There must be no dodg- 
ing, no patch work, If the present board has 
not the courage to meet it then it is high time 
that we had a board that will do so. As long 


as the fads are maintained in any form they 


will be asource of trouble in the schools, 
They will grow to be worse nuisunces than they 
arenow. They must be plucked out root and 
branch. Mr. Brenan’s fiddie-faddle compro- 
mise on the subject will not do, 

BENJAMIN HARRISON’S RETIREMENT. 

Benjamin Harrison is today a private citi- 
zen and Grover Cleveland is President of the 
United States. Mr. Harrison has handed 
the reins of power to his successor after 
four years of successful administration and 
four years of remarkable tiational prosperity. 
During that long period he has faithfully 
carried out the principles of the platform 
upon which he was nominated, has left a 
record unmarred by even a suspicion of cor- 
ruption, and has impressed the whole coun- 
try by his personal dignity, firmness, and 
uprightness of purpose. 

As the government now passes into the 
hands not only of a Democratic President and 
Cabinet, but of a Congress Democratic in 
both branches, it is eminently fitting to make 
a hasty review of the accomplishments of the 
Republican administratioa since March 4, 
1889. During that long period six new States 
have been admitted to the Union and Okla 
homa has been added to the list of Territories. 
The McKinley tariff bill has become a law. 
The great international Nicaraguan highway 
has been begun. The legislation for the 
Columbian Exposition has been matured, and 
under the influences of Western enterprise, 
though confrouted by manywbstacles, it prom- 
ises to be the grandest spectacle the world ever 
has seen. The New Orleans lottery iniquity 
has been squelched and its manipulators 
have sought a refuge in Honduras. The navy 
has been increased by numerous stanch and 
fleet cruisers. Immigration has been regu- 
lated. A national quarantine has been estab- 
lished. Postal subsidy has been extended and 
the American flag has been raised over one of 
the finest ocean steamers afloat. The inter- 
national copyright law has been set in opera- 
tion. The Chinese have been restricted. The 
anti-trust, original package, and land grant 
forfeiture bills have been passed, and im- 
pottant amendments to the inter-State com- 
merce act have been made. Turning from 
domestic to foreign affairs, the Pan- 
American Congress has prepared the 
way for closer relations with the South 
American republics. The Samoan difficulty 
with Great Britain and Germany has been ad- 
justed satisfactorily. Reciprocity agreements 
under the tariff act have been. made with 
Brazil, Spain for Cuba und Puerto Rico, 
Santo Domingo, Guatemala, and Salvador, 
which have greatly stimulated our trade with 
those countries. The long difficulty with 
Great Britain over the Bering Sea seal 
fisheries has been committed to an 
arbitration commission now in session. 
Serious complications with Italy and Chile 
have been adjusted satisfactorily. Canada 
has been compelled to abandon its discrim- 
inating tolls on American vessels and a treaty 
has been negotiated for the annexation of the 
Hawaiian Islands. At home and abroad the 
record is one of national dignity and honor, 
of administrative ability, and of personal suc- 
cess which challenges comparison with that 
of any former administration. 

In this honorable record Mr. Harrison has 
been magna pars. He has been confronted 
by many obstacles and has had to overcome 
many difficulties arising from the demands of 
patronage and other influences, but he has 
had able advisers, particularly the great 
Premier, James G. Blaine, whose distin- 
guished services, alas! are lost forever to his 
country. He has not only met the erpecta- 
tions of his friends, but he has com- 
manded the admiration of his political oppo- 
nents. He leaves the Presidential chair 
a much stronger man than any one antici- 
pated he would prove to be when he was 
elected. His party has little cause for regret 
as it reviews the past, for he has been inflexi- 
ably loyal to it and its principles. His suc- 
cessor will be a fortunate man if he retires 
to private life March 4, 1897, with an 
equally successful record and commands equal 
respect on all sides. He has made for him- 
self a secure and honorable place in fistory 
by his administrative aces, the policy of his 
administration, the never-failing dignity aud 
propriety of his bearing, the excellence of his 
appointments, and the unvarying right word 
he has written or uttered upon every occa- 
sion, whether private or public. He will go 
into retirement with the weil-earned approba- 
tion of all the people. 


MR. HARRISON AND THE STREET-CLEAN- 
ING QUESTION. 

The Democratic city platform—which is Mr, 
Harrison’s—says that the city’s physical ap- 
pearance and sanitary condition during the 
current year must be not only beyond re- 
proach but must attain excellence. This 
means that the streets must be kept clean this 
year, and that the garbago, filled with the seeds 
of disease, must be removed from streets and 
alleys and put where it will do no harm. It 
would be improper to doubt the sincerity of 
Mr. Harrison’s pledge, but neither he nor any 
other man can keep the city decently clean 
and sweet this summer unless he has the 
money, which is the sinews of efficient gov- 
ernment. Whatever moncy will be available 
this year will have to be provided by a Coun- 
cil which will close up ite work vefore a new 
Mayor is elected, If Mr. Harrison is that 
man he will have at his disposal only the sum 
which may be appropriated by the Council at 
the close of this month. 

It does not seem to be the present intention 
of that body to appropriate much more for 
the cleaning of the streets than was at the dis- 
posal of the Board of Public Works last year. 
While the streets were kept cleaner than ever 
before, yet they left a great deal to de desired. 
The general feeling was that it would not do 
to allow them to be as dirty during the World's 
Fair season as they were then. Supposing 
that Mr. Harrison is elected Mayor, will he be 
satisfied with the amount of money which it 
is probable the Council will appropriate, and 
will he agree to keep the city in good condi- 
tion therewith? It so, wnat is his plan for so 
doing it that visitors will be satistied with the 
appearance of the tiforoughfares in the resi- 
dence as weil as in the business districts? How 
will he set about it to get two or three times 
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since he hopes to be Mayor, to use his influ- 
ence with the Aldermen to obtain the imme- 
diate passage of an ordinance which will aid 
him so mach in his labors? Mr. Harrison is 
the candidate of the Democratic party. Most 
of the Aldermen are of that political faith, 
They will listen to what he tells 
them, not because he is the editor of a paper, 

but because he is theif nominee, And if he 
thinks that the amount of money which they 
are likely to appropriate for street-cleaning 
and garbage-removal will not be sufficient, 
even though handied with the greatest econ- 
omy and intelligence, he ought to uctify the 
Democratic Aldermen that he will need a 
larger sum in order to enable him to carry 
out the recommendations of his platform. 
The Democratic party has promised clean 
streets for this year. That pledge will not be 
kept unless a Democratic Council furnishes 
the money. Will Mr. Harrison tell the 
Aldermen what he deems to be a sufficient 
appropriation and then use his personal in fhu- 
ence to secure it? Jf not he may be unable to 
keep the pledge made in his platform. 


Tun future career of ah outgoing President 
is always a matter of unterest to the Ameri- 
can people. As numerous reports have been 
spread abroad of engagements .made by Mr. 
Harrison in this or that direction it is inter- 
esting to note that he himeelf has set them ail 
at rest by an emphatic declaratien that he has 
refused all offers for book or magazine writ- 
ing, interviews, dinners, or speeches, and that 
he will adhere to this program at least until 
he has had a good rest. This rest he greatly 
needs and will enjoy among his friends at 
Indianapolis. His executive duties have 
been of an exacting character and 
have made rigid demands upon bis 
time and sickness and death have depressed 
and sorrowed him. He has therefore decided 
to go home unincumbered by any engage- 
ments, Ashe isin good physical condition 
he will soon recuperate and then can give 
some attention to literary work, if it appear 
desirable. Of late it hag become the habit of 
prominent public men, among them Grant, 
Sherman, Sheridan, Butier, Blaine, Wilson, 
Logan, Benton, and McCulloch, to devote 
themselves to book-making, and Colfax and 
Ingalls took to the lecture platform. Follow- 
ing these precedents it is not unlikely Mr. 


Harrison will give the country a book do- 


voted to his political experiences when 
he has had sufficient time for 
rest. Indeed he says in an interview: 1 
have preserved memoranda and notes which 
I shall take to Indianapolis with me that 
could be utilized in this way.

State to be used for the purchasing of machinery 
for Joliet or any penal institution within this 
State, as it is in violation of all pledges and prom- 
ises made by you to enferce the constitutional 
amendment, the meaning and intention being 
that the product of criminals should not be 
brought into competition with that of honest la- 
bor and the industries. 

The constitutional amendment merely says 
that prison labor shall not be let out by con- 
tract. It does not say that the State shall not 
work the convicts. Yet undoubtedly the 
coopors, and those who belong to other trades 
which are carried on at the penitentiary, got 
the idea from Gov. Altgeld’s campaign 
speeches that in case he was elected the con- 
victs would be put to doing something which 
they are not doing now, and which free labor 
is not domg now—such as preparing stone for 
macadamizing roads. Having a fixed belief 
that Gov. Altgeld would end all competition 
of any kind between frée and prison labur, the 
workingmen gave him their votes pretty gen- 
erally. If they find now that they were mis- 
taken in their man they may derive some 
comfort from the reflection that his unre- 
deemed pledge is only one of a large collec- 
tion of such articles which they have on hand. 
They were promised cheap foreign goods and 
immediate relief from the tax alleged to be 
paid by them for the benefit of manufacturers. 
When do they expect that promise to be ful- 
filled? 


Mr. Harrison is the leader of his party in 
this city. Monday’s eon vention showed that. 
There were only a few warde in which he did 
not rout his opponents. He knows from long 
experience how important it is for a Mayor to 
have a good Council to assist him in the task 
of government. He must know also that the 
Aldermanic nominces of his party, as far as 
made, are not the men he would like to pre- 
side ovor or codéperate with in legislation.

In his address to the Dayton stockholders 
at the annual inceting Judge Winters said: 

The year has been remarkable throughout the 

et pe for the great plethora of money. In 
spite of all our efforts to get 1 out, our cash 

balance has run as high as $1 and as a re 
sult the association has been compelled to/reduce 
the rate of dividends to6per cent per annum. 
The increasing confidence of the people in the 
stability of loan associations has brought us mon- 
ey from all classes, while our loans have lim 
ited to one class. The Corcoran law wi ened the 
field somewhat by allowing loans to made to 
depositors, but in the near future it will have to 
be extended still further. There is nothing in the 
nature or theory of ilding and loan 
associations to prevent loans ing made 
on firat mortgage to aay one who wants the mon- 
ey, after the members have been fully supplied. 
Such. in fact, is the practice in England, Canada, 
and in quite a number of the States. Premiums have 
been entirely abolished during the year, and there 
is no longer any bidding among the members for 
money. Tbus disappears @ne of the old land- 
marks which have probably brought more odium 
on the name “ building association” than any 
other one thing. The ordinary man fails to un- 
derstand why if 6 per cent interest and 1 per cent 
premium is only 7 cent you don’t sayso at 
once and be dome with it. Despite the too great 
plenty: of money, the year has been a prosperous 
one. Nota single piece of real estate has come 
into our hands, and our reserve fund has now 
reached the handsome sum of $58,075.

United States Consul Merrill at Jerusalem 
has written interestingly to the State Depart- 
ment about archmology in Palestine and 
around Jerusalem. He says: 
The only systematic exploration that has 
been carried on the past year or, in fact, that 
has been allowed by the Turkish Government 
has been done by an American acting for the 
English society known as the Palestine Ex- 
ploration Fund, at Tell el Hesy, generally sup- 
posed to be the Hachish of the Old Testament, 
which was besieged by Sennacherib, and was 
of sufficient importance to be sculptured on 
slabs in the national galleries of Nineveh. 
This *Tell’ is, as the word means, a mound 
of earth and ruins, and an effort has been 
made to remove it entirely bit by bit in order 
to ascertain its structure and archwological 
contents. As is usual in such cases, successive 
layers of civilization or of building have been 
unearthed, and a ¥ pe of bronze imple- 
ments, stone whights, and other relics have 
been found; but the most interesting * find ’ 
was that of an Assyrian inscription, thought 
to be of as early a date as 1400 B. G. It 
seems to have been addressed to the Gover- 
nor of the place, who was afterward murdered 
by his own subjects. -

A. D. 66-70, threw arou: I the city as the mon- 
uments,’ meaning the ‘tomb,’ ‘of Herod’ 
(Wars V., 12, 2). He ves but few general 
indications, points or ol, cts well known at 
the time, and that of these ‘monuments’ 
should be just about where this wonderful find 
has been made. I su Josephus had in 
mind Herod Agrippa II., and not Herod the 
Great, who was not buried in Jerusalem. The 
rolling stone at the door’ of the sepulcher, 
six feet in diameter and twelve inches thick, 
the ornamentation on the sacrophaguses, the 
character of the masonry, and some other bits 
of evidence lead me to believe that this is the 
very monument to which Josephus referrea. 

Many modern scholars in the department 
of Palestinean arch@ology. having abandoned 
as untenable the traditional site of the — 
Sepulcher as the place of the crucifixion an 
burial of our Lord, have fixed upon the hill 
above Jeremiah’s grotto, 300 yards north of 
the Damascus gate, as the site of the 
crucifixion. Adjoining this hill, which is 
cove with Mohammedan graves, is a 
large . ee controlling the face of 
the hill, which is rock for 150 yards. 


have shown that six or more feet below the 
surface of the ground there exist interesting 
ruins, and in the rock itself there ia a remark- 
able tomb, which has recently attracted much 
attention. An effort has been made the last

These 
foundations of pillars were on a pave- 
ment of six or seven feet below the 
surface of the ground, and it is a curious fact 
that wherever we attempt to dig a grave in 
that yard wecome at the depth mentioned 
upon human bones and skulls. It seems 
shocking, but as the ground .s full of such re- 
muins there is nothmg to be done, This fill- 
ing in must have been done long ago, for this 
ground has been American property since 
about 1830. I hoped to have walled in these 
finds, so that they might always be expused, 
but this was too expensive for my private 
means, and I have partially covered them and 
marked the places, so that they can be avoid- 
ed whenever it is necessary hereafter to dig 
graves.”

Earthquake shocks were experienced in various 
and widely separated parts of the Old World 
during January and the early part of February 
about the time of the disastrous disturbances in 
Zante. There was a destructive earthquake in 


The extent of 
the damage done was not estimated at last re- 
ports, but all the buildings were said to be de- 
stroyed.

WEIRD PHANTOMS OF THE PLAINS. 


Strange Mirages That Lead Travelers Astray 
in New Mexico, 

One of the weirdest of desert scenes is the 
mirage, and no more curious etories have been 
told of them in recent years than by Dean 
Duke of San Francisco, who, as Superintend- 
ent of the great Haggin & Hearst cattie range 
in New Mexico, has been much; in the saddle 


during the last few months, and has seen 
many of them. 

Mr. Duke has just arrived in San Francisco. 
He tells of quaint towns beyond the Awmeri- 
cun border bemg refracted in the skies and 
made to appear as actually existing on the 
New Mexico deserts. The towns vary in size, 
and the domes of churches and of government 
buildings, the pe ae al) the outlines stand 
out in clear view. air is so thia and pure 
that a real object fifty miles away does not 
appear to be more than five.

Still 
the Jake was there before him in such beauty 
and naturalness that he never thought but it 
was genuine, and kept on. He could „ as 
he thought, the cool breeze from the lake, and 
was encou to push ahead. 

At leigth after going several miles and 
getting ho closer the fact of its bei a 

i of the desert dawned on him he 
w ed histeam around to get back. But 
night came on before he reached the road. 
He pushed ahead, thinkmg to reach it any 
way, and thus got lost and wandered around 
till he could not reach the road. 

„He had, therefore, to stay where he was, 
and in the -morning he renewed his search. 
It was no use, however. He could not find it, 
and after wandering around a good while 
longer he unhitched his teams, left his goods, 
and proceeded in the direction he sup 
Los Palomas was. It was four days in all 
before he got back, and in that time he had 
no water and suffered greatly.

** Another case I know of occurred last sum- 
mer. A Mexican got lost on the plains, was 
deceived by the mirages, and went hither and 
thither in quest of water. Finally he was de- 
ceived by this so much and had gone so long 
without anything todrink that he became de- 
lirious, and, whipping out his revolver, shot 
himself to get rid of his sufferimgs. 

His hand was unsteady, and instead of in- 
flicting a fatal hurt he shot himself in the leg. 
He saw the blood oozing from it, and in his 
crazed conditio drank it as it came from the 
wound. Strange to say, it revived him so that 
he partially recovered his reason, and at last 
got back to where he could get water and be 
treated. He eventually recovered. 

„On the vast dry plains near the Mexican 
border last summer a great many coyotes 
went mad because there was no water to 
drink. In this mad condition they would bite 
anybody they found. Two Mexican boys 
were sleeping on the ground in their blankets 
one “os when a mad coyote attacked and 
bit both of them. One of the boys afterwards 
died of hydrophobia from the coyote bite, but 
the other finally got well. 

There have been several instances of peo- 
ple dying down there of hydrophobia from the 
bites of the mad coyotes. ther more of 
them have occurred over the line of Mexico 
than anywhere else. It was the excessive dry - 
ness that caused the coyotes to get crazed. At 
such times they are dangerous, and one must 
look out for them.“

WHAT TRADE GOSsIPs WERE SAYING 


Interesting Bits of Information Picked Up 
on the Fleer of the Exchange. 

The Board of Trade markets were only moder- 
ately active and prices bold within narrow limita 
during the morning. A great deal of time was 
given up to the celebration of the inauguration of 
Mr. Cleveland. and skylarking was induiged in to 
the exclusion of business. In many respects it 
was a good deal like the day before New Year's or 
Fourth of July. The signal service map was 
rather a remagxable one, showing phenomenally 
low temperatures through the Southwest and 
South.

The color decoration, which is in the hands 
of F. D. Millet, will be of the most rich and 
elaborate character, embraci emblematic 
paintings for the ceiling, whic will be dis- 

in panels, and others of the same char- 
acter, which will be used in decorating the 
east wall above the grand proscenium arch, 
Festival Hall. 


The other temple dedicated to Music is Fes- 
tival Hall, of which Francis M. Whitehouse is 
the architect. It has a beautiful location upon 
the shore of the lagoon ata point where the 
two great pbromenades meet, presents a 
very impressive appearance when viewed 
across the water from adistant part of the 

rounds. It is simple and severe in outline, fol- 

owing the Doric style of archivecture, and pre- 
sents a spherical form both without and with- 
in, resembling an amphitheater surmounted by 
adome. It has four porticos, which project 
on the four sides, the one facing the lagoon 
being the principal entrance. This is sup- 

rted by fluted Doric columns six and one- 
half feet in diameter, and is entered by a 
broad flight of steps, at the foot of 
which will appear two statues, reproductions 
of two celebrated marbles of Handel and 
Bach.

The attempt to present one of the standard 
oratorios in its original form would be a rath- 
er rash undertaking ia this day at any time or 
place, and, realizing this, the director has cut 
the works down to the most impressive 
and interestmg of the solos and choruses. 
Aside from these Mt. Tomlins contemplates

a series of great popular festivals where 
less difficult music will be given by 
singers less advanced, but massed in great 
bodies and thoroughly trained for the pur- 
pose upon the lines adopted by him when 
he took the leadership of the Apollo club. He 
began his work in the club by taking away 
from it ail the difficult music and training it 
upon simpler compositions which it was able 
to give with a deptn and delicacy of expres- 
sion which amounted to a revelation, and 
it is this point which he hopes to 
bring out in the work of the massed 
chorus at the popular concerts. Still another 
project which is in a fair way of being real- 
ized is the ladies’ chorus, which the director 


hopes to bring to a high degree of perfection 


and with which he aims to awaken an appre- 
ciation of the vast amount of music of a high 
order that is written for female voices. 
He thinks that this will be especially 
beneficial, as there are more women 
than men who are musicians, and it is often 
difficult to get a well-balanced mixed chorus. 
Through the aid of this chorus, which is to be 
gathered from the States at large through the 
instrumentality of the lady managers, he in- 
tends to demonstrate the power of familiar 
songs as well as the higher beauties of the 
more difficult music written for female voices. 
Symphony Concerts. 

The orchestral concerts, if carried out ac- 
cording to the present plan, will exceed any- 
thing yet achieved in this line at auy interna- 
tional exposifion. Aside from the popular 
concerts that are to be given daily and the great 
quantity of incidental music which will be 
employed for purely spectacular and festive 
purposes, there will be semi-weekly concerts 
by the Chicago Orchestra and other noted 
‘bodies, each under its own director. In ad- 
dition to the concerts by the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra under their director, Arthur 
Aikisch, already mentioned, there will be 
others by the Philharmonic Society of New 
York and also by foreign organizations if 
the present plans materialize. These will 
take the form of symphony concerts, at which 
only the highest class of music will be pro- 
duced, and at which a special effort will bé 
made to bring torward the later composers. 
The Chicago Orchestra, under the leadership 
of Mr. Thomas, is constaatly engaged in 
rehearsais, the results of which promise to be 
at once a revélation and a delight.

Work of Dudley Buck. 


Dudley Buck, whose Columbus has been 
selected for performance by the male chorus, 
has been a prolific composer, though it is 
through his church music that he is most. 
widely known. He has written seventy 
quartets fur the Episcopal servive, published 
two books of m partly selected 
and partly ee, a through these 
has changed taste of the church- 

oing public of his generation, 

Hie was born in Hartford, Conn., March 10, 
1839, and in 1858 went to Leipzig, where he 
studied under Plaidy, Reitz, F. Richter, 
and Moritz Houptman. In 1860 he went to 
Dresden and took organ lessons from Fred- 
erick Schneider. 

In 1861 he went to Paris, where he studied 
the construction and the improvements of the 
instrument. In 1862 he returned to Hartford, 
where he began the publication of his church 
music. Five years later he moved to Chicago, 
where he remained until the great fire of 1 
in which he lost his library and his manu- 
scripts. He then went to Boston, and was for 
a time the organist of Music Hall, going sub- 
sequently to brooklyn, N. I., where he now 


resides. 

In 1874 he published a cantata for mixed 
voices and orchestra entitled Don Munio ”’ 
ana his setting of the Forty-sixth Psalm, 
“ God Is Our Refuge. In 1876 he wrote for 
the Centennial celebration at Philadelphia 
the cofnmemorative work called the Cen- 
tennial Meditation of Columbia. His other 
works are The Nun of Nidaros,” cantata 
for mixed chorus and orchestra; “ King 
Olaf’s Christmas, cantata for male chorus; 
„ Deseret,“ a comic opera; “The Golden 
Legend,” a musical setting for Longfellow’s 
poem, and The Light of Asia,“ founded upon 
the poem of Sir Edwin Arnold. His latest work 
is a grand opera on a national subject which has 
not yet been made public, but is said 
to be acomposition of notable strength and 
beauty. Dudley Buck has reaped the fruit of 
his labor in reputation almost from the be- 
ginning, for his music bas always been popu- 
lar. "While it has been to a great extent edu- 
cational ia its effects it never fell upon the 
ear with the shock of the absolutely original 
or radical. A certain writer has said of him 
that he has a genius for the well sounding 
and the practical,”’ dnd those of his genera- 
tion who know him will doubtless be willing 
to take him at this valuation. 


Organ Recitals and Chamber Music. 


Apart from the orchestral and choral per- 
formances which fall under the direction of 
Mr. Thonas ana Mr. Tomlins, there is a vast 
amount of auxiliary work projected which 
éannot be without important results both to 
Chicago and the city at large. Arrangements 
upon an extended scale have been made for 
the chamber music, which will be illustrated 
with a breadth of scope and perfection of de- 
tail in keeping with the high standard set by the 
orchestral program. An attempt was made 
to induce Joachim and other roted European 
leaders to give their personal supervisioato 
these concerts, and the Berlin quartet, of 
which Joachim is leader, was also invited to 
participate. While these plans have not been 
found practicable, there is still sufficient ma- 
teriul at hand to give admirable illustrahons 
in this department of music. 

There will be piano recitals galore, every 
possible facility for an advantageous hi 
being afforded the performers upon this instru- 
ment. Mr. Clarence Eddy, whose reputation 
as en organist is national has undertaken the 
interests of this branch of the art. There will 
be two organs of ample size and volume and 
one very large one, the latter erected by Far- 
rand & Votey, the proprietors of the Roose- 
velt inventions and the originators of many 
important improvements. Mr, y has ar- 
ranged with the most prominent organists of 
Europe to give recitals here during the Fair.

It may be jeop- 
ardizing his own business. There are so many 
people who may recognize him, and they are 
80 apt to talk about it if they do, Thereisa 
fascination about calling attention to a man 
that one has really seen in stripes. 


The Story Becomes Known. 


Third. a man can 1 some one, tell his 
story, and get a job. employer may sym- 

thize with him, but his story wil! become 

nown and will operate ainst him. He 
flocks by himself for a while, but gradually 
the stigma wears off, although there may still 
be people on the street who will point him 
out and say: Know him? I saw him in 
stripes at the ‘pen’ once.’ I belong to this

cumstances. 

„The tourth course that I mention as being 
open to a man is to enter upon a career of 
cr.me. It is easier than any of the other 
three under the circumstances. There is less 
chance of people who may have seen you in- 
terfering, and, perhaps, less danger of the 
police doing you any harm. This class is 
frequently augmented by accessions from the 
first two I specify, and occasionally from the 
third. Some men are almost forced into it 
through their inability to secure employment.

Methods of Road Thieves and Other 

Tricksters—Juries Not Always Friendly 
A car of Coal That, Disappeared. 


Corporation are said to be soulless, How- 


ever true this may be it appears to be a fact 
that railroad corporations are the legitimate 
prey of designing persong who expect to get 
something for nothing. Indeed, there are 
many who are honest in their dealings except 
when they have business with a railroad, when 
they seem to think that it is right to do any- 
thing to defraud the company. Cases are 
very rare where a passenger will surrender his 
ticket or pay his fare should the conductor 
happen to pass him in bis collect- 
mg rounds. If he succeeds in keeping his 
ticket he is so much ahead, congratulates 
himself on his shrewdness, and suffers no 
pangs of conscience fur what 1s really a dis- 
honest act. The elasticity of the conscience 
of the average citizen is always displayed 
when he comes to tackle a claim against a 
reilroad. Ifa horse or cow is killed it is in- 
variably the most valuable animal he posses- 
ses; if a railroad company damages or joses 
property it undertakes to transport the claim 
is usually swelled to abnormal proportions, 
and thousands of claims are presented which 
are frauduient in their inception. No valid 
reason exists why they should be paid, and 
while the authorities are morally satisfied of 
their character they are allowed simply because 
evwience is lacking and experience in law- 
suits and with the average jury teaches them 
that it is cheaper to settle than to protest a 
claim without absolute proof. One of the 
great Chicago lines has record of a claim pre- 
sented by a churitable society in a Northern 
city. Five cases of missionary goods were 
transported over the road and ou v arrival at 
destination one of the boxes was missing. A 
claim for $100 was presented and paid, and 
about a week afterward the missing case 
turned up. The society was notified, and, 
notwithstanding charges on the shipment had 
been made free and they had been paid the 
full amount of the claim, refused to accept 
the box or refund any part of the money, The 
case was opened and was found to contain 
second-hand clothing on which the company 
realized $15. 

Last summer. at the conclusion of a camp- 
meeting held near Chicago, the camp equi- 
page and other property was delivered to the 
railroad agent for trausportation to Chicago. 
The stuff was dumped on the platform indis- 
criminately. Some of it was to go by freight 
and some as baggage. It happened that a 
large hamper belonging to one of the minis 
ters who had officiated at the meeting was 
missing. No trace of it could be found by the 
railroad people and it was finally given up as 
lost. A claim was presented accompanied by 
the affidavit of the claimant setting forth that 
the lost hamper contained much valuable prop- 
erty, and in the list among many other articles 
was a sealskin cloak, valued at $100, two doz- 
en solid silver teaspoons, making a grand total 
of the property lost considerably over $400. 
The general claim agent of the road took the 
matter in hand with a view of settling the 
claim in the event the lost property could not 
be found. Telegrams were sent in every di- 
rection, agents were thoroughly stirred up 
and advised to be on the lookout for this valu- 
able hamper. After a tremendous amount of 
work it was tound that the hamper had come 
te Chicago as baggage and remained for a 
time in the baggage-room unclaimed, when 
it was sent to a storage warehouse, where a 
check was made of its contents. This check 
was compared with the affidavit of the claim- 
ant. The sealskin cloak metamarphosed into 
a worn-out plush sack, the solid silver 
spoons were tin and cost when new about 5 
cents a dozen, and disinterested appraisers 
swore that the entire outfit was not worth $5. 

One great item’ of expense to railroads is 
the loss sustained by thievery. Organized 
gangs of thieves make it a business to despoil 
railroads and the losses from this source alone 
are enormous, The confirmed railroad thief 
begins his career early in life and is of the 
coterie, as expressed in the parlance of one of 
the gang, dat lives along de track.” His 
education in the profession commences in 
stealing coal, bits of iron, brasses, and small 
articles that can be turned into money. He 
grows bolder and bolder, step by step, until 
he breaks the seals and locks of a merchandise 
car and carries away its contents by the 
wagon load. He has learned many things 
of use to himself, He knows the cars that 
contain property he can “swipe” to the 
best advantage, and looks with contempt on 
any other class of thievery. His powers for 
cluding the detectives are marvelous and his 
capacity for handling and secreting large 
quantities of stolen property is simply won- 
derful. He becomes so expert that he can 
open and enter cars on a moving train and 
rifle their contents, Indeed, this is the favor- 
ite method of Chicago thieves who rub freight 
cars and they seize the opportunity while 
trains are moving over the short distances be- 
tween the different stations through the town. 
Brass journals, in which rest the huge iron 
axles of freight cars, wouid appear to be about 
the most inconvenient article to steal; yet 
this is a common object of railroad robbery, 

That,“ said R. H. Johnson, chief of the 
Northwestern detective service, pointing to a 
big pile of brass boxing. is recovered prop- 
erty and the resuit of one night’s stealing. 
Those who practice this feature of the busi- 
ness travel in gangs, and while cars are lying 
on isolated sidetracks these fellows jack them 
up. remove and carry away the brass, or 
which they cen realize from 10 to 15 cents a 
pound. Of course this ruins the car so far as 
running is concerned, as it can only goa 
short distance before the axles drop, when the 
car and perhaps a train is wrecked. Many a 
wreck has come about from this cause, So 
frequently have accidents been traced to this 
source that the Legislature of this State 
passed an act not long ago which 
holds the person or persons liable for murder 
in case Icss of life ensues in An accident 
caused by the removal of brass journals from 
cars, All articles of brass are great teinpta- 
tions to railroad thieves. They steal the brass 
pumps from the wash-rooms of sleeping and 

passenger coaches, clothing hooks, and the tops 
of brake handles, and anything of this metal 
they can move from its fasten. The 
amount stolen is insignificant compared with 
the property destroyed i in its removal. 

Horse collars, continued the detective, 
would not seem to be very enticing property 
to a thief. but that big case you see there we 
recovered and are holding it as evidence to 
convict the robbers. Clothing and bots and 
shoez, however, furnish the. largest item of 
loss to railroads.” 

Smooth Henry J. Train and John P. Purdy 
evolved a brilliant scheme to raise money by 
their wits. Mr. Train isa mesmerist of the 
highest order, and with a pretty book printed 
in colors, called the Songs of All Nations, 
he visited the manufacturing shippers along 
the line of the Northwestern road, to whom 
he presented a forged letter of introduction 
from, the General Passenger Agent, stating 
that ne was authorized to solicit advertise- 
ments and make contracts in the name of the 
company, which was to print 15,000 copies of 
the book for free distribution. In about 
three weeks Mr. Train had contracts for 
about $2,000 worth of “ads” and the con- 
tracts read that the money should be paid on 
delivery of one copy, together with a 
certificate from the company that the free 
distribution had been made. ‘This is when Mr. 
Purdy got in his fine work. He came along and 
made delivery of the one copy, showed anoth- 
er forged letter, and collected the money. 
The scheme was perfectly invulnerable, but 
at afateful moment Mr. Train talked too 
much and promised one of his victims a favor 
in the name of the company, which led to his 
ruin. A letter was recei at headquarters 
one day from the advertiser calling attention 
to Train’s promise. After a large amount of

TO STUDY CRIMINAL ANTHROPOLOGY. 


Consignment of Plaster Casts for a New De- 
partment at Chicago University, 

A Barrel of Murderers,” as the bill of lad- 
ing read, is the unique consignment just re- 
ceived at the Chicago University. The alleged 
assassins are not flesh and blood, but a series 
of death masks and plaster of paris casts of 
noted criminals, both from this country and 

the Old World. It is the first consignment to 
i Department of Anthropology, the chief 
professor of which 16 Dr. Henderson. 
The lot consists of twenty casts of 
the heads of . criminals and seven of 
idiots. This lot was obtained by the 
university for the study of the theory 
that criminals are always possessed of some 
deformity. As for instance, one ear being 
lower than the other, protruding lips, slanting 
of the nose, ete. Prof. Frederick Starr, as- 
sistant 2 of anthropology, says the 
study o eriminality is just begini to re- 
ceive serious attention from scienti men, 
Lambroso is the chief exponent of the un- 
conformity idea in crimina He has made a 
lite study of it. 

Lambroso’a method of procedure was to 
take a living eriminal and measure him in 
various parts. His olfactory organs were 
then tested carefully by means of various 
solutions, as was alsa his sense of taste. 
His ears and nose were measured, while his 
sensibility to pain was tested by sticking him 
with pias. Lambroso, from his researches in 
idly claims that a born criminal has a long 
arm reach, lacks senbibility to pain, has a 
crooked nose, and is usually left-handed, while 
his ears are usually placed at different heights. 
Lambroso and his theory at first had full 
sway, but lately there had arisen a revolution 
against his theory.

The more fool, I!” he exclaimed when he 
reaches the journey’send.

King Lear and that tragic comedy, A 
Winter's Tale, are fruits of Shakspeare’s 
full maturity. The former contains the dear- 
est and saddest of his fools; the latter has the 
most conscienceless. It is perhaps straining 
a point to include Autolycus among the fools, 
for he conducts himself as if the world wore 
the cap and bells for his amusement. This 
merriest of rogues is an inveterate thief, not 
so much for the booty as for the fun that is in 
it. He would prefer a penny stolen to a pound 
that was got by legitimately. He goes through 
the world singing: 

Jog on, jog on the footpath way, 
And merrily heut the stile-a; 

A merry heart goes all the day 
Your sad one tires in a mile-a. 

If Touchstone may be given credit for hav- 
ing an affectionate disposition what shall be 
said of Lear’s Fool, in whose soul the chord 
of self has no existence? “‘We needs must 
love the highest when we sec it, as a later 
poet than Shakspeare has said; and of all in 
the court the fool is perhaps the only one who 
instinctively knew Cordelia’s character from 

first. When she de the sunshine goes 
out of his life, and he begins to droop and 
pine. The old King understands what this 
sickness means, and at once there becomes a 
bond between the King and the fool in their 
common love for Cordelia. But let the best 
Sbakspearean critic that America has pro- 
duced, the Rev. H. N. Hudson, give his im- 
ressions of this character: He has no suf. 
erings of his own to move us, yet rightly seen 
he does move us, and deeply, too. But the 
process of his interest is very peculiar and 
recondite. The most noteworthy point in 
him and the real key to his character lies iu 
that while-his beart is breaking he never 
speaks nor even appears 80 much 
as to think of his own suffering. 
He seems, indeed, quite unconscious of it. 
His anguish is purely the anguish of sympa- 
thy; a sympathy so deep and intense as to in- 
duce absolute forgetfulness of self, ail his 
capacities of feeling being perfectly engrossed 
with the sufferings of those whom he loves. 
He withdraws from the scene with the words, 
‘and I' goto bed at noon,’ which means 
that he is dying, and this, too, purely of 
others’ sorrows which he feels more keenly 
than they do themselves. She who is the 
light of his eyes is gone, dowered with her 
father’s Curse and strangered with his oath;

There is to be seen ut Keppel & Co.’s an un- 
usually fine collection of old colored mezzotint and 
stipple engravings. The works are all of the En- 
glish school, most of them reproductions of paint- 
ings by such artists as Morland, Ward, Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, Angelica Kauffman, and Singleton. 
Most of tne subjects are of the chaste and unim- 
passioned order which was popular 100 years ago 
homely rustic scenes bearing such titles as The 
Lost Lamb,” engraved by Ward after Wheatiey ;

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The fcllowing tribute to a Chicago sculptor 
is from a New York journal: A singular and in 
some ways beautiful piece of sculpture has ar- 
rived from Rome, where it has been modeled in 
one ofthe great halls of the ruined Baths of 
Diocletian. It is aseated figure, nude, and with 
enormous wings, designed and modeled by John 
Donohue, whose ‘Young Sophokles Dancing in 
the Festival After Salamids’ will be remembered 
as one ofthe exhibitions of the National Acad- 
emy. He calls the statue The Spirit,’ referring 
tothe Miltonian spirit of the abyss. The pri- 
meval god is seated on a rock, with hands 
crossed on his lap, his head thrown back, and his 
eyelids drawn down as if gazing far off into space. 
The wings sweep round so that the tips are on a 
line with his knees ; from tip to tip they are forty 
feet apart, while the figure itself is thirty feet 
high. This huge ideal figure was prepared for the 
Chicago exhibition and accepted, but was not 
ready when the Constellation, having been forced 
to visit Southern Italy three weeks earlier than 
originally she was expected, ‘brought away the 
other works of art prepared at Rome. The statue 
is so large that there will be difficulty in trans- 
porting its severai parts by rail to Chicago. The 
wings are especialy difficult to fit into the re 
quirements for transport by cars, Ideal sculp- 
ture is so rare in the United States that a special 
effort ought to be made to get this beautiful 
monster to its destination.“ 
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An effort is making to organize a society of 
sculptors in England, Curiously enough, the im- 
pulse to this movement came from the small scan- 
dals which have arisen from time to time because 
the assistants of sculptors have claimed the 
major part or all the credit of certain statues and 
monuments. Some of these scandals have, in- 
deed; been more than small, and the term 
“sculptors’ ghosts has been coined for these 
claimants, some of whom are effectually 
proved to have had not a ghost of a 
claim. The Society of Sculotors proposes to 
admit assistants to membership and do all that is 
possible to give them position and have their 
names recognized. The object is a generous one, 
but any organization of sculptors is an excellent 
thing; benefit will accrue thereby to the masters 
even more than to their assistants. England is 
not the only place where incompetent sculptors 
live upon the glory and the money due to the 
talent of their “ assistants.” It has long been 
the practice of some Americans residing in Italy 
and some who have returned. There is at least 
one sculptor in Chicago who follows the same 
meth |

Miss Mary I. Purer, one of the teachers of 
German, against whom the charge has been 
made that she is an author of German text- 
books and with another has a monopoly of the 
business, and therefore draws a large royalty 
in addition to her salary of $1,800 a year, de- 
nies most emphatically the existence of any 
such state of affairs. Jn connection with this 
charge the statement has been 
made that if German were taken out of the 
schools along with other fads it would involve 
a loss to authors. Miss Purer said yes- 
terday: The book referred to is a pamphlet 
compiled especially for the use of my own 
class in the Marquette school. It is a combi- 
nation conversation and grammar book. 
Only eighty copies were ever printed and they 
were sold at 75 cents apiece. The only roy- 
alty I received for my work was one copy of 
the book bound in red-leather. 


MEET AND TALK OF PUBLIC LIBRARIES. 


Session of College People Held at Evanston 
—Northwestern’s New Building 

The Chicago Library club held a mieeting 
yesterday afternoon in the chapel of Univer- 
sity Hall, Evanston. An address of welcome 
was made for the University by President 
Henry Wade Rogers. Rabbi Emil G. Hirsch, 
President of the Chicago Library club, read a 
paper on The Public Library and Its Kela- 
tion to Education. Miss Lodilla Ambrose, 
assistant librarian of Northwestern University, 
also read a paper on A4 Study of College 
Libraries. Dr. Daniel Bonbright,. librarian 
of the university, closed the meeting with a 
talk on the * Proposed University Library 
Building. A large number of college stu- 
dents were in attendance. 

The new building, according to the descrip- 
tion given by Dr. Bonbright, will have two 
stories, with basement and attic, and will be 
built of Bedford stone. The front of the 
structure will be ornamented with a handsome 
portico, which will open into a large vestibule, 
fianked oa either side by the entrances to the 
various rooms. On the main floor will be the 
principal book-room, with a capacity of 90,000 
volumes, and also the general reading room, 
with seating capacity for 140 persons and with 
shelves for 5,000 © reference books ranged 
round the walls. The librarian’s room and 
the catalogueing room will also be on this 
floor. An audience room to seat 500 will oc- 
cupy part of the second floor. The remainder 
will be used for lecture and seminary rooms. 
On the top floor will be seminary rooms, and 
the rooms for book storimg will de in the base- 
ment. 


ENGLAND'S DRINK BILL FOR ONE YEAR. 


An Average Expenditure of Nearly $20 
N Fer Head. 

Dr. Dawson Burns of the United Kingdom 
Alliance has just published England’s drink 
bill“ for 1892. It is rather lower than that 
for the previous year. Its total amount was 


| £140,886,262, as against £141,220,675, showing 


a net decrease of £354,413. Comparing the 
total expenditure with the estimated popula- 
tion of the United Kingdom it appeares that 
the average expenditure per head was 43 13s. 
11d., in 1892, as against £3 15s. in 1891, and 
£3 148. 4d. in 1890. Thus the drink bill, 
which rose 8d per head between 1890 and1891, 
has fallen 13 pence per head between 1891 and 
1892, and now stands Spence per head lower 
than it did in 1890, before the intermediate 
rise took place. The diminution is too small 
in itself anais extended over too narrow a 
period to justify any supposition that it is due 
to the growth of temperance rather than the 
depression of trade and kindred influences. 
Dr. Dawson Burns says that considering 
that throughout 1892 complaints of depression 
in trade were constant, the slightmess of the 
decline in the drink expenditures. of the na- 
tion is a striking evidence of the power of al- 
coholie indulgence in the faee of diminished 
private resources.” It is estimated that 60 per 
cent of the expenditure for drink is paid by 
the working classes. Commenting upon, this 
calculation Dr. Burns remarks: “Even were 
this estimate reduced to 50 per cent it would 
follow that in 1892 more than £70,000,000 came 
out of the wages of this class; and as their en- 
tire earnings are cakculated at about £600,- 
000,000, it would appear that nearly one- 
eighth of what is thus earned is spent in a 
manner productive of far more ioss than 


benefit. is 
SALOONS ENCROACH UPON THE LIMIT. 


Seven Grogshops Within Four Miles of 
Northwestern University. 
Evanston’s fight with Lyman and his four- 
mile limit bill at Springfield has turned the 
attention of the citizens of the North Shore 
suburb to the fact that whether the obnoxious 
bill had passed the Legislature or not the sa- 
loon has already enerpached on the limit line 
around Northwestern University. A map 
ot Evanston and surrounding villages, 
with the four-mile circle around University 
Hall marked, shows seven grogshops within 
the circle. Three are at Grosse Point, within 
three and a quarter miles of the university by 
the nearest traveled road, which the courts de- 
cited twenty years ago should be the test of 
distance. Twosaloons are on West (urch 
street, one within two miles and a half and 
one within three miles and a half.

Alex- 
ander Sympson, who was a boyhood compan- 
ion and a lifetime friend of Abraham Lin- 
coln. He was born in Green County, Ky., 
Nov. 8. 1807, in a humble home not far from 
Greensbutz, the county seat. The Lincolns’ 
farm, a small one, joiaed that of the Symp- 
sons.

The Morrill referred to was Milton M. Mor- 
rill, brother to ex-Governor Morrill of Maine 
and Senator Morrill. Mr. Morrill, now dead, 
was a leading attorney in the historic city of 
Nauvoo. The Edmunds referred to is Judge 
George Edmunds of Carfhage, a cousin to the 
late Senator Edmunds. munds and Mor- 
rill were leaders of the Detnocratic party and 
were working for the election of Judge Doug- 
las. Judge Edmunds explains the incident as 
follows: | 

** My recollection is that at that time there 
was a small faction of the Democrats of IIli- 
nois opposed to Judge Douglas, In Hancock 
County that faction was headed by Judge 
Jacob C. Davis and William C. Wagley of 
Warsaw. Davis was the candidate 
of that arty for Congress from 
the Fifth istrict, and Wagley was 
the candidate for the State Senate, and it was 
feared that such disaffection might arise in 
the Democratic ranks as would endanger the 
election of the regular Douglas candidates for 
Senate and Representatives. Witha view to 
save the Senate and Representative ticket for 
Douglas, M. M. Morrill and myself called a 
meeting at the court-house, which resulted in 
an arrangement for another convention, 
which was held and resulted so satisfactorily 
to the Democratic voters that we were able to 
elect Douglas Democrats to both Senate and 
House. This result is evidently what Mr. 
Lincoln feared, and hoped through an appeal 
to Wagley to keep up the Democratic fac- 
tional fight. This letter of Mr. Lincoln’s I 
never heard of before. 

Judge Edmunds wasa friend of Mr. Lin- 
coln, and says that the martyred President 
was not only a pleasant friend but an honor- 
able opponent in politics. 

The result of that Senatorial campaign is 
history. The following letter to Maj. Symp- 
son, written after the election, explains itself 
in a measure. Mr. Lincoln was not hopeless 
in defeat, and his words are truly prophetic. 
The letter is brief, but full of meaning: 

SPRINGFIELD, Dee. 12, 1858.—Alexander Symp- 
son, ES. My Dear Sir: 1 expect the 
the election went hard with you—So it did with 
me. tho’ perhaps not quite so hard as you may 
have supposed.

A “skycycle”’ to fly through the air from 
Portland, Ore., to this city is one of the latest 
announcements of attractions coming to the 
Pair. 

Bicycles to run on land and water have 
proved a success, the former especially so, and 
now Oregon, the webfoot, mossbacked State, 
is trying a new field for the wheel. Fred T. 
Merrill, a dealer in bicycles in Portland, who 
was recently in Chi has a new machine 
which is intended to navigate the air, It is 
called a skycycle,”’ and was invented by a 
brother of Joaquin Miller, the Poet of the 
Sierras, who resides at Eugene, Ore. Mr. 
Merrill is making arrangements for the manu- 
facture of the new machine to be commenced 
as soon asa few minor changes have been 


made. He gavea ial description 
machine, refraining from minute details be- 


cause the inventor has not yet patented some 


parts on which pale now experimenting, with 


a view of reducing 
machine. Mr. M said: i 

„ We have already used a heavy machine 
made of wood, ascended thirty feet from the 
ground, ridden 200 * made curves, and 
described a circle of 100 feet in diameter, 
aligutmg safely. The machine, all of alum- 
inum, we intend to have weigh fess than forty 
pounds, and can reduce it to thirty puunds if 
we can get along with a lighter, ce wheel 
than now used. 

* Each machine will have a parachute at- 
tached to the handle bar which can be opened 
at will, should the machine descend too rap- 
idly in case of a breakage, or if the rider 
should stop pedaling, Our intention is to ride 
but ashcrt distance above the nd, that 
being determined by the nature of the count 
over which we are traveling and the strengt 
of the wind currents encountered, as well as 


their direction. 

* to we intend to average thirty 
to forty miles an hour, and with the wind fa- 
vorable at least fifty miles can easily be made. 
The machine 1s propelled by the ordinary mo- 
tion of the feet as with a bicycle wn the 
ground. Gearing attached operates the wings 
and the steering is by the handle which moves 
a fan tail or rudder, Beneath the machine 
hangs a swinging balance weight to prevent 
the wind from turning the machine over and 
to give better steerage wel the same asa 
center board is used in a sail boat to hold its 
course against the wind. 

“In starting ‘we imitate a crane or other 


large bird Which runs along on the ground a 
short distance, using ite wings at the same 
time, then rising in the air. Our skycycle 
will run on the land even with but a single 
wheel, and at the same time the wings are set 


much lighter than any other ever invented. 

“The wings and rudder are steered or 
changed in position by the hands of the op. 
erator, and he ia left at perfect liberty to look 
over the country above which he is traveling, 
simply keeping his feét in motion. Wher 
high up in the air and desirous of slopiny 
downward he can cease pedaling turn the 
wings insucha manner that with the mo. 
mentum already attained he gracefully comes 
sailing down like a bird that stops fluttering 
and floats with extended wings.

Robert Louis Stevenson’s Admission. 


Scribner’s postscript, ‘The Point of View.“ 
always interesting because progressive and 
rn, contains some comfortmg assur- 
ances for those who have neither the time nor 
the inclination to read. Mr. Robert Louis 
Stevenson, The Point of View says, an- 
nounced once in a prefabe that he was not as 
learned as be might seem in the 
succeeding book. It is aggravating not 
to remember whicn book it was he 
so stigmatized, as to seem more learned 
than one is and acknowledge it savors 
of arrogance; and possibly the book itself 
may not have appeared asscbholastic as Steven- 
son in his modesty flattered himself! Andrew 
Lang also confided to the world in a burst of 
humility that he was no scholar’’; and now 
Mr. Herbert Spencer owns that he has read 
none of a number of the most distinguished 
Eugtish authors, past and present.“ And 
Victor Hugo, a friend of his has posthumous- 
ly observed, did not gather tne historical in- 
formation for his works himself. 

This is fatal and misleading evidence based 
on false or misunderstood premises. bert 
Stevenson’s deprecation of himself was af- 
fected; Andrew Lang’s wasa lie; and Her- 
bert Spencer probably made his own reserva- 
tions as to who were aud were not “distin- 
guished” among a number of English au- 
thors, past and present. As for Victor me 
who cares how he got his information? He 
had it, and he used it with telling effect. 
What more do we need to know? 

The habit of reading is not necessary to 
those who can acquire the same knowledge 
in other ways. The voint is the acquisition. 
Herbert Spencer might have written better if 
he lad read more of the distinguished authors, 
past and present. He might have been mote 
human, at least, and touched a larger num- 
ber with his sky-high philosophy. Probably 
many an author has read too much and 
blurred his own vision; just as. overwriting 
makes one’s style confused., But there is lit- 
tle danger of that; and ‘here are few Hugos, or

One may well serve great lords and 
beautiful women, but still trust them but lit- 
tle,” is a caution given in an old German 
proverb, An old Provengal saying is: 
Love of a courtier, generosity of a villain, 
and fidelity of woman live but a year.” 

“A good wife, a good mule, a good goat 
are three bad animals,” is an ungallant French 
gay ing. A good monkey and best wom- 
an are frequently found te be two bad ani- 
mals, says another matignant Gaul. Who 
ever saw a horse; a woman, or a sword faith- 
ful?” says an Oriental satirist. “Only those 
whose life is nearly run dare trust madme 
serpents, drunk , elephan women, 
Princes, is the experience of another dis- 
grup Oriental sage. A provincial French 
saying—the Gauls are the most gallant as well 
as the most ungallant nation—is, ‘‘ These 
women are like horses, none without faults,” 
and another one runs thus in similar vein: 
** One is oftener cheated in women and 
than in any other animal.’’ Tou must look 
out for a sleeping dog, a swearing Jew, a pray- 
ing drunkard, and a crying woman, is a bit 
of Polish advice. 

Gets the Worst of Comparisons. 

But proverbial wisdom does not stop with 
these insidious comparisons. Woman is fur- 
ther compared to many inanimate t 
The sea is the one thing most universally 
feared in nature, aud woman is often com- 
pared to it by the proverb-makers, There 
were old Greek and Latin proverbs testifying to 
this, as: Fire, the sea, and woma@n~—three 
evils.”” Prom the sea comes salt and from 
woman many evila ’’ is a Castilian sentiment. 
Do not,” said a Turkish wiseacre, trust to 
the promises of the great, the duration pf a 
calm at sea, the clearness of theday, gor 
of thy horse, or the speech of woman.” A 
Sanscrit saying was When the fire cools, 
the neon burns, or the sea becomes sweet, 
then will woman be true. God keep us from 
the sea, fire, and woman,” say the Sicilians. 

When a woman has no answer ready the 
sea will want water.“ say the wave-washed 
Danes; “ When you walk,“ says a Russian 
proverb, “pray once; when you go to sea, 
pray twice; when going to be married, pra) 
three times.” Some hard-headed country- 
men of Carlyle say: Marriage wad tame the 
sea if a mateh could be made for her.“ “A 
woman ana asmp always want trimming,” is 
another ungallant saymg. He who has 
nothing to do may try to rig a ship or take a 
wite.“ is a Portuguese way of expressing the 
same Comparison.

Good wine ande a pretty woman are only two 
agreeable poisons, says the * unspeakable 
Turk.” There are no rivers on the mount- 
ains, no warm winds during winter, and no 
tenderness in the heart of woman, falsely 
says the Languedoc peasant. Just as the 
moon, so does the heart of woman change,” 
js expressed in more than one form by 
proverbs. “Woman, wind, time, 
fortune change, says the Portuguese. 
“A woman’s mind is like the wind on 
a winter’s night,” repeats un old French 
saying, and a Basque adage runs: South 
wind, woman’s thoughts. A curious Roman- 
ian proverb is this; It is easier to keep a 
sack full of hares than a wife.“ We meet 
with another strange assertion in many 
tongues: Noth is more difficult to un- 
derstand than woman and a meilon.“ A Span- 
ish adage tells us that Woman is like a 
chestnut, beautiful without and decayed with- 
m.“ A ereaking carriage and a crying 
woman make their way, says a Picardy wit. 

But woman is also compared to Satan him- 
self. Woman knows more evil than the very 
devil,” say French and Venetian proverbs, 
and woman.“ according to Corsican adage, 
**knows where the devil has his tail. But 
she was too much for his Satanic mafésty, 
accordimg to an Italian legend: “Even the 
devil could not stand a woman.

DEADLY BLOWGUNS OF THE CARIBE, 


The Slightest Scratch Results in Almost 
Instant Death. 

San Francisco Zwaftiner: Among the ar- 
rivals is Edward A. Wallace, who for a year 
and a half has been gold mining in Demerara, 
the wild and little known. country below the 
Orinoco River, and near the Amazon. He is 
a stalwart young Engtishman. 

“In this queer country, he said, “there 
are four or five tribes of Indians, of whom the 
most powerful are the Caribs. They are about 
five feet seven or eight inches high on the 
average and very muscular. They are singu- 
larly expert with a wedpon called the blow- 
gun, made of palm wood, twelve feet long, 
from which they shoot a little poisoned plug.

Indeed, many of them had so 
much to say that they required both sides of 
the coin to bring to the notice of the world 
the merits of their business. rs, law- 
vers, pension agents, brewers, saloonkeepers, 
as well as merchants became enterprising ad- 
vertisers. A large number of these war tokens 
and store cards were made by Mr, Childs of 
Chicago. There were also firms in Cincinnati 
and New York City. 

There ate supposed to be about 4,500 differ- 
ent varieties of these coins in existence. A 
singular fact in this connection is that they 
were nearly all made in the seven States of 
New York, Ohio, Pennsylvahia, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Indiana, Illinois, the two 
States first named having more than all the 
rest of the United States. With all 
their reputation for turning an  hon- 
est peuny, the thrifty Yankees 
did not take kindly to this private coinage. 
What few specimens are met with east of New 
York are nearly all confined to Rhode Island. 
In New York State three-fourths of them were 
issued by the merchants of New York City. 
Albany and Buffalo were the homes of near 
all of the remaining fourth. Ohio is the State 
in which they obtained the most general pop- 
ularity, nearly every town of any consequence 
being represen ‘ 

The Illinois coins are nearly all rare and 
difficult to obtain. In a collection of 2,000 
varieties fifty-seven are credited to Lilinois, 
Chicago leads with thirty-three specimens, the 
others being scattered over the State.
